VBEA Will Hone In 
On Staff Development

The Virginia Beach Education Assdciation, the 
teacher's watchdog over local public schod matters, 
has zeroed in on one area of recommendations 
included in the schod board's reantly juiopted 
Curriculum Assessment 
and Development Pro- 
ject, Task Force Report. 

The 111-page report, 
ccxnpiled by a 36-mem- 
ber task force headed by 
Dr. Benjamin I. Trout- 
man, director, Offlce (tf 
Curriculum Assessmeot 
and Development, con- 
tains 138 recommenda- 
tions and took two years 
to ccnnplete. Thousands 
upon thousands of peo- 
ple in the Virginia Beach 
public school system 
were interviewed and 
asked to give input into 
the project, which is 
designed to address 
public education needs 
through the 21st Cen- 
tury. 

Ctf the approximately 
30 different areas of 
recommendations pro- 
posed in the report, 
which are expected to 
cone befwe the schod 
board for approval a few 
. at a time, the 2,300- 
member VBEA has tar- 
geted the third area. 
Staff Development, as 
the focus of its attenticm. 

"Oganizationally, we 
are going to spend a 
Irn of rti fi o i nltaa l.aM 
said Jamie Chapman, 
VBEA executive director "because that's staff 
development and one of our beliefs is that the more 
input the classroom teacher and her members have 
in the way pr(%rams are developed, directly affect 
their retraining and new training. We want to keep 
track of this area and how its developed. Because 
they are just the recommendati(»is, the next stage, I 
think, is the area that's most critical. That's where 
ycm'Tc trying to implement, figure out the cost and 
time lines, etc." 

Chapman added, "I think we're going to actually

lode at putting input in as 
surveyii^ gathering ideas.". 

Under Staff Develc^ment, the verbage explains 
"the quidity of a schod system is judged by the 
effectiveness of instruction. Every effort needs to be 
made to recniit and retain highly qualified perscmnel 

and to provide them with 
extensive opportunities 
to develqj the skills 
necessary for effective 
instruction.. the develop 
ment of human rescnir- 
ces is essential to the 
improvement of the 
school system. The 
implementation of pro- 
ject recommendaticms 
will require additional 
training and support." 

Chapman said it 
should be clear why the 
VBEA is paying close 
attention to recom- 
mendations in the Staff 
Development area, as 
exposed, for example, to 
the Library and Niedia 
area. 

"If yOTi're changing 
the curriculum, and em- 
phasizing the curriculum , 
it seems pretty obvious 
to us" that the people 
must be in place before 
anything in the project 
report can be imple- 
mented. Chapman said.

The Task Force Report on the 
curriculum can't be taken as a final word, 
observes Jaime Chapman of the VBEA, 
because it is designed to endure past the 
year 2000. As time passes, changes arrive. 

Since the mid 1%0's much energy and 
attention has been placed on the Virginia 
Beach public school system. The attention 
has paid off; Virginia Beach's school 
system has a sound and secure reputation. 
But no matter how educated the scholar, 
there continues to be a certain mystery 
concerning the fate of the world's affairs 
decades and centuries ahead. 

Along these same lines, the Virginia 
Beach Chamber of Conunerce has a stan- 
ding Education Committw. The commit- 
tee successfully produced the city's first 
Business-Industry-Education (BIE) Day, 
and has now turned its attention to what 
to do in the future. The problem is, ex- 
cluding some ideas of compiling lists of 
academic institutions in the dty, there are 
not many ideas on how to tackle the 
question of how to further cultivate 
society's taste of academic learning. 



The Education Committee and the 
VBEA, two distinctly different 
organizations, both have the same basic 
concern in their hearts: The advancement 
of academic excellence, in school and at 
home. But making the majority of parents 
care about their children's education bor- 
ders on being idealistic dreaming. Cynics 
would much prefer to say that nothing 
can be done to change the situation in- 
stead of asking what can be done to make 
parents care. 

Teachers get tired of trying to impart 
knowledge to students who receive no 
parental reinforcement for learning. If the 
teachers are frustrated and the parents 
don't mind, how can the students be ex- 
pected to care? 

Sometimes it seems that organizations, 
be them educational, or cultural for 
example, can beat their heads against the 
wall when both groups actually want the 
same result: orchestras want to give 
audiences music and educators want to 
give minds the spark for learning. Noble 
ends deserve thoughtful pursuits.

Fear Of Beaching 

EditOT: 

250,000 potential Virginia Beach tourists probably 
did not make it here last year. Tliese pet^lc are phobic - 
unable to cross bridges, travel through tunnels, get on 
airplanes, or perhaps even leave their homes. This may 
have cost the city of Virginia Beach approximately $21 
million! 

Ten-percent of the pqjulation suffers from a phobia. 
Mr. James Brookshire, executive director of the 
Chespeake Bay Bridge and Tunnel District, is aware of 
^ this and is doing something about it. His staff is 
available upon request to drive pec^le through the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge'-Tunnel. A recent article in the 
WashingKm Post Magazine, April 17, 1983, entitled 
"High Anxiety," indicated that last year alone, pdicc 
chauffercd 1,041 phobics across the Bridge, including 
one fellow who was driven over and back 24 times! 

Mr. R.D. Yeatts, assistant district engineer for 
Tunnel and Toll Facilities in Tidewater, is also area of 
the problem. He says a similar drive-thrcHigh service is 
available through other local tunnels. He helps alleviate 
fears by pointing out to "would be avdders" that if one 
stops in the Hampton Tunnel due to fear « a 
mechanical breakdown, a rescue squad and, two truck 
can reach him or her and remove him/her and their 
vehicle in five to seven minutes. He reassures ptaplt 
that cameras inside the tunnel help locate such 
problems instantly. 



Bemadette Jones, LCS.W., center director of the 
nidjia Program of Udewater, says that this public 
awareness and concern should provide a Mg boom for 
the Virginia Beach tourist industry. She notices a '^ 
definite increase in the number c^ people seeking 
treatment for travel related phobias this time of the 
year. Coc^ration from local authorities and recent 
positive and educational media attention have made 
pec^le feel less ashamed of theu ph<Mc disabilities and 
more willing to try and Ofvercone them.

And since 
it is such a popular topic, the Virginia Beach Public 
Ubrary has acquired a large number of bodes on the 
topic.

The 1976 
illustrated edititm of Walter Lord's classic "A hight to 
Remember" is filled with {rfiotographs and drawings 
which provide a detailed look at the "unsinkable" ship 
and the evenu d the night <A Apvl 14, 1912. The 
subsequent U.S. Sentate hearings into the sinking are 
chroucled in "The Titanic: End <rf a Dream" by Wyn 
Oraig Wade. Wade's book includes numerous descrip- 
tkns c^ the tragedy l^ survivors who testified at the

who's gdng to be trained? Cfeviously we're gdng 
to have some concern there." 

•Establish a staff development academy that 
includes continuing educaticMi and recertification 
opportunities for all personnel and focus on the 
key curricular and instructimal directions. 

"That's an intriguing idea. Four ot five years 
ago we had worked on a prcq^osal with the 
administration on a concept very similar to that; 
setting up a place for teachers within the system 
to go for training and inservice programs. Right 
now we have a Media Center that deals with 
enrichment in the media area. 

"They're trying to say that they aren't cutting 
back on their current level of training," Chapman 
continued. "Obviously that's sanething we're 
going to want to pay close attention to. Is there 
going to be a cutback on it?" 

•Explore creative means to recognize and 
reward class room teachers who demonstrate 
superior teaching skills and to provide staffing 
opticMU that bestoue their talent And ability. 



"Some pec^le can look at that and say, 'oh my 
gosh, that's merit pay.' The overall experience of 
merit pay has not been favorable for the 
classroom teachers. It's a very easy thing to 
conceptualize: 'well, that makes really good 
sense. Let's reward the really good teachers.' But 
when it comes down to dcring it, it becomes really 
difficult. We don't want to just take a knee-jerk 
reaction and say that's necessarily the only thing 
that there's to talk about. Ihere's other ways of 
doing this; real positive alternatives. This can be 
done without necessarily getting into merit pay. 
We say let's be sure everybody takes a really good 
look at it and understand what people care talking 
about." 

Chapman said he understands what the "merit 
pay" recommendation says, and adds he hopes it 
"means exactly what it says." His main concern 
is that local teachers and the public are well 
informed over the issues befwe and during the 
school board's deliberation of them.

Fresh Flowers - Never stand them on a television 
set or near a stove or oven. The heat from either 
will kill them very quickly. A cool, well lighted 
spot is best.

Airing the room 
daily is great for them. However, keep them out 
of drafts.

Frosting - Unless specifically instructed in the 
recipe, never frcMt a warm or hot cake. A cold 
cake is much easier to apply frosting to. 
Froien Plpcf, Thawli^ - Use your hair dryer to 
thaw frozen pipes. Hold it about two or three in- 
ches away from the pipe and let it run hot. This 
works, usually, in a few minutes.

Moseley heard the President during a White House 
Rose Garden ceremony on Wednesday, May 11, when 
the President named Louis and Fred Ruiz of Tulare, 
California, as the National Small Business Winners of 
the Year. 

While at the Rose Garden, Moseley heard the 
President congratulate all of the State Small Business 
Persons of the Year. 

"You're here today because you've been selected 
from the millions of small business owners around 
America, representing the best of the entrepreneurial 
spirit in our naticm." the President told the gathered 
crowd under a flawless, blue spring sky. "And you 
have each in your own way proven the American dream 
of economic independence, of individual initiative, of 
personal excellence, can still be achieved through small 
business," the President added. 

Moseley also heard Vice-President George Bush, 
prior to introducing the President, state that while a 
National Small Business person of the Year would by 
selected, "All of you ^re winners in the real contest - 
the market place. In naming the Small Business 
Winner of the Year and the two runners-up, we are 
really honoring all of the small businessmen who make 
this country vital and prosperous." 



SBA Administrator James C. Sanders, during a 
breakfast address prior to the White House honors, 
praised America's small business men and women for 
their contributions to the country. "You are the driving 
thrust of our economy," he told the gathering. "What 
you will see from this Administration is an increasing 
effort to provide an environment which rewards those 
who dedicate their labor and their genius to building 
small businesses which provide jobs to other people," 
the Administrator added. 

Similar praise and honor was bestowed on Moseley 
and the other state winners by other Washington 
luminaries, including Senator Bob Dole of Kansas and 
Representatives Jack Kemp of New York and Andy 
Ireland of Florida. 

John Rousselot, presidential special assistant and the 
newly installed deputy director of the Office of Public 
Liaison in the White House pledged to the small 
business winners that they were an identifiable and 
important constituency, and their special needs would 
be pursued. 

Other events during Small Business Week which 
Moseley participated in were talks by Frank Swain, the 
Chief Counsel for Advocacy for the SBA, and Heriberto 
Herrera, the Deputy Administrator of the SBA. While 
in Washington Moseley was treated to a nighttime tour 
of the Nation's Capital with stops at the Lincoln, 
Jefferson and Iwo Jima memorials.

There are many horror 
stories about the overuse 
of credit. Families run out 
of money without ever 
j knowing how it happened 
ito them. George Katona, 
ja psycholc^ical econom- 
jist, explained what hap- 
jpens to cause these hcMTor 
;stories>; 

: People feel thaX if the^ 
'have received'a^pay raise 
(hey can and should live 
better. They are tempted 
to buy more goods and 
; services as their incomes 
j-ise. But, inflation often 

outruns pay raises with 
the result that pec^le 
have less real income. 

Most individuals feel 
that when they receive a 
iaise in pay it is due to 
their merit, sweat, ability 
and productivity. TTiey 
believe that raises in the 
costs of items they buy are 



related to outside influ- 
ences which are erasing 

their purchasing power. 
Hence, they feel they are 
being cheated of what is 
their rightful share, it 
they cannot buy more. 

The strong inflationary 
rise in the mid 1970's 
created' a buy-in-advance 
? psychology. Before the 
1970's, consumers saved 
during a inflationary per- 
iod, cutting back expend- 
itures, particularly for du- 
rable items like automob- 
iles, in order to be prepar- 
ed for the uncertainties in 
employment. 

In the late 1970's, cons- 
umers seemingly adopted 
inflation as a way of life 
and began buying in adv- 
ance. This strategy work- 
ed well in certain invest- 
ments, such as real est- 
ate, antiques and jewelry.

It was tragic, however, if 
the individual household 
was caught with insuffic- 
ient income and reserves. 

Inflation was particul- 
ar-ly hard on families, 
since such necessities as 
food, fuel, rent transport- 
ation and medicine incre- 
ased more than others. 
Some individuals, seeing 
the apparent Wealth of 
their contemporaries who 
invested heavily, plunged 
to catch up. 

Credit is readily avail- 
able. Consumer credit 
nationally is up about one 
sixth from a year ago-- 
roughly $282.4 billion, ac- 
cording to the Federal 
Reserve System. Banks, 
attempting to expand the- 
ir marketing areas, adver- 
tise that credit is a key to 
the good life. The public 
is concurring. 

Readily available credit 
appears to be a difficult 
feature for many consum- 
ers to handle. Some 
200,000 individuals or ho- 
useholds go broke annual- 
ly. The figure could be 
higher, but many individ- 



uals are aided by debt 
counselors, social service 

agencies, bankers, lawy- 
ers, friends and others.

-More than 20 percent of 
the take-home pay goes 
for installment payments. 
-The family argues, dest- 
ructively, about spending 
money. 

-Money has to be borrow- 
ed to live throughout the 
pay period.

-The savings reserve is 
less than the equivalent of 
three months take-home

-Net worth is less than it 
was five years ago.

In some battles the 
middle ground is not wor- 
th claiming. But, for 
lowering consumer natur- 
al gas prices, the middle 
ground offers a wcn-kable 
and constructive sduticm. 

Ji bill has been introd- 
uced in CcMigree tiiat pro- 
vides a middle ground 
solution to gas pricing 
which does not embody 
decontrcri of dd gas pries, 
the restructuring of the 
natural gas industry as 
sought by the Reagan 
Administration or the pr- 
oposals to freeze and rec- 
cwitrd new natural gas 
prices. 

The Natural Gas Pdicy 
Act Refom Amendments 
of 1983 was intoduced by 
Rep. Jim Slattery CD- 
Kan.) and Rep. Dan Coats 
(R.-Ind.). It will assure 
gas consumers of abund- 
ant natural gas supplies at 
reasonable prices. The 
American Gas Association 
estimates it will save con- 
sumers $6 billion over the 



years 1984 and 1985. 

The legislation: 
-Encourages gas produc- 
ers and pipeline cc»npan- 
ies to renegtiate lower 
priced contracts and auth- 
orizes a "market out" or 
cancellation of high priced 
natural gas ccmtracts if 
such renegotiation does 
not occur. 

-Limits take-or-pay oblig- 
ations in gas-purchase 
contracts to 50 percent of 
gas deliverability for three 
years. 

-Outlaws "favored nat- 
ion" price escalaticHi clau- 
ses, which arc ant-compe- 
titive and can artificially 
drive prices up. 
-Requires the Federal En- 
ergy Regulatory CcMnmis- 
sion (FERQ to study rate 
designs which would 
make interstate pipeline 
rates mwe responsive to 
changes in end-use mark- 
ets. 

Also, the bill encour- 
ages exploraticMi and dev- 
elopment of new natural 



gas and removes most of 
the federal fharketing re- 
straints oi natural gas 
used by American indu- 
stry. 

Most impatant, the Sl- 
attery/Coats bill does not 
decontrd old natural gas 
pticcs which will help 
make it possible ot lower 
consumer prices, and 
does not recontrol or ex- 
tend contrds on new gas 
which would jeopardiM 
development of new sup- 
plies. Nor does it force a 
massive restructuring of 
the gas distribution and 
transmissions industry th- 
rough mandatory contract 
carriage. Such a restruct- 
uring would require grea- 
ter government contrd of 
the gas industry by requi- 
ring FERC to make plan- 
ning, operational and ser- 
vice decisions for pipeli- 
nes which would eventual- 
ly be costly for all gas 
ccxisumers. 

The United State has an 
abundant supply (rf natur- 
al gas resources. This 



domestic energy potential 
can be utilized to fire the 
aatkn's economic recov- 
ery. It would be poor 
economic and poor nat- 
ional eiwrgy policy to fail 
to develop out nation's 
gas supplies or to artific- 
ii^ fa«B» eemoner pcl>| 
ces up. 

Just as the Natural Gas 
PdicyActoft97S(NGPA) 
I»-ovided the incentives to 
iocffase witural gas expl- 
oratkn aad d««lQ|»neat 
to record leveb, so the 
Reform Jmendmtnti of 
19t3 will ease the burden 
(^ rising prices while as- 
suring Satust titpply and 
I^ovide the ofgent^ ne- 
eded orderly transition to 
a deregulated field market 
for devekving new sup- 
plies. 

Coogress slunld pass 
tegiaUidan to lower a»- 
sumer prices while as- 
suring fiiture sopidy.

New Curriculum Changes 



Stricter Summer School; 
Teachers' Role Expanded

As school officials 
prepare to begin 
implementing some of 
the 1 38 recommendations 
of the recently adopted 
Oirriculum Assessment 
and Development Pro- 
ject, Task Force Report, 
Dr. E.E. Brickell, divi- 
sion superintendent, is 
expected to play a big 
part in getting the city's 
plan for "school renew- 
al" into swing. 

"If there's one thing 
that 1 would point out as 
the most significant 
immediate acti(»i that 
the superintendent in- 
tends to take, it is to work 



with principals in a personal way to establish and 
articulate clear goals and expectations for all 
students," said Dr. Benjamin I. Troutman, director. 
Office of Curriculum Assessment and Development, 
Virginia Beach City Public Schools. "I think yew will 
see a difference starting in September in terms of 
what principals will expect of students and in how 
they support and help teachers to acccwnplish these 
goals." 

Specifically, Troutman said Brickell has given 
"preliminary indicaticms of what he would like to see 
addressed first." TTiere has already been public 
discussion over which recommendations, designed 
to address educational needs through the year 2000 
and recently adopted by the school board 10-1, will 
be iitt{}k:i6emed Rtsi, tte Vin^tB ficacli Education 
Association, for example, is concerned over 
recommendations related to rewarding and 
recognizing exceptional teaching efforts, and 
in-service training. Parents and students, on the 
(Xhcr hand, may be concerned over graduation 
requirements and grading periods. 

Troutman said the following are some of the 
items which Brickell is expected to bring before the 
school board in the near future for approval: 

•Student guides for the secondary schods' 
curriculum which clearly state ccHirse objectives, 
academic expectations and prerequisites, including 
program requirements. 

? •Standardization of formats for curriculum guides 
and moving the school system fwward in a 
kindergarten through 12th grade approach so 
there's mwe integration of the curriculum amcmg 
the various grade levels. ""Hiis way," Troutman 
said, "each teacher, no matter what grade level he 
or she is (grating in, can see the connection." 

•Begin working on an administrative center. 



• Involve teachers and all staff personnel in ways 
andz-means of increasing teacher recognition. "Dr. 
Brickell will set up committees very shortly involving 
teachers and administrators in this regard." 

•Determining cost factors and implementation 
ccmcerns with the city's graduation policy, including 
devel(^ing new math and science ccwrses. New 
guidelines are not expected until the l984-'85 school 
year. 

•Making sure that summer school requirements 
are as rigorous as regular school requirements, 
liegttuiing next summer. "That's an important thing 
for parents to understand," Troutman said, "so 
students will not be able to sit in school all year long 
and pass a ccwrse in summer school very quickly; 
which they are doing. We want to move immediately" 
with teachers and principals in estabhshing a school 
cuhure that stands few high achievement and high 
expectations in academic matters." 

•Move immediately to work on develc^ing and 
expanding the school system's advanced placement 
program. "Our emphasis here is on academic 
expectations," Troutman noted. 

•Cwiduct some preliminary analysis of staff 
development needs. 

•It is alsoexperted that by the 1984-'85 school 
year, all fifth and sixth graders will be well on their 
way to becoming computer literate. 
Leading The Wave 

There is no formal timetable for the 
implementation of the aforementioned items, but the 
school system is moving ahead toward that end. 

"The Virginia Beach Curriculum Assessnjent and 
Devel(^ment Project is entering a totally new stage: 
ImpIementaticMi," Troutman said. "We do not have 
a time line established for the implementation. Dr. 
Brickell is working an that right now. 
•fliii i m ricip a tt it wtti be as 
. many as a dozen to 14 
years before the public 
feels the full impact of 
the prc^ram," Troutman 
continued, "because 
we're talking about a 
comprehensive school 
renewal effort, K 
thr(Xigh 12. I think the 
public will see many 
changes the following 
year and progressively 
mwe and more things 
will be brougJRt'oiv-line. 
Therefore, the impact 
will be greater in succes- 
sive years." 

Troutman said that as 
new avenues in the 
educatim curriculum are

Coming Changes 



"I think what we neeo to do is to be cer- 
tain that the same level of involvement 
that was utilized in developing the 
recommendations is used when we im- 
plement the recommendations" - Dr. 
Benjamin Troutman. 

The preceding sentence explains why the 
Virginia Beach public school system will 
not prematurely enact any of the ap- 
proved rwrommendations on revitalizing 
the city's education curriculum. 

School officials are proud of the fact 
that thousands of Virginia Beach residen- 
ts had input into the Curriculum Assess- 
ment and Development Project, Task 
Force Report. The information gathering 
process took two years to complete and 
no one should expect any of the recom- 
mendations to be casually approved. 

A summary of involvement in regard to 
public imput into the Task Force Reports 
includes 72 orientation meetings for staff 
members that involved 5,405 school 
system employees; 106 meetings with 
staff, students, and community members 
that involved 1,646 persons and 198 
hours; 624 suggesti^giifforms or letters 
received with 1,684 suggestions; and three 
public hearings with a total of 65 speakers 
giving 117 suggestions. A total review of 
the report included 40 metings, in- 
volving 486 persons and 166 hours. 



The new curriculum for Virginia Beach 
students will be more rigorous than ever 
before. It's not that tests will be that 
much harder, or teachers will become that 
inuch stricter, but the whole attitude 
towards education and learning will be 
carried forth with a renewed emphasis. 
Dr. E. E. Brickell, division superinten- 
dent, is expected to carry the touch to 
light the way so others may follow. 
School principals will be the first recipien- 
ts of the new light. But ultimately, the 
classrooms and the teachers will feel 
much, if not most of the illumination. 

When speaking about the Task Force 
Report and its implementation, Troutman 
continually refers to teachers, principals, 
students and parents, collectively. Rarely 
does he refer to just one group. He knows 
that for this package to work, school of- 
ficials must go out to their way to keep the 
public and the educators informed every 
step of the way as the different recom- 
mendations come before the school for 
approval. 

The new educational curriculum for 
Virginia Beach contains no secrets, or 
dark mysterious passages to challenge 
speculation. If everyone is patient, under^ 
standing, and inquisitive, any questions 
parents or teachers have will be answered. 



House Identity 



"Emergency services, Officer Kellogg" 
might be the response Virginia Beach 
resid^r^^WTthey dial 911 for poUce, 
fire «fTrescue. Wer the next 30 seconds or 
so Communications Officer Kellogg will 
ask the nature of the problem, the street 
address, etc., and dispatch the type of 
emergency equipment necessary to handle 
your problem. Kellogg has done her job 
and the emergency response is in progress. 

Did you do your job? 

Is your address 'properly displayed on 
your home in accordance with the city or- 
dinance? If not you are in violation of the 
law, but more importantly, your life or 
that of a loved one could depend on those 
house numbers. 

If we can't find you we can't help you! 

As you ride through the many neigh- 
borhoods that make up Virginia Beach 
you will SM addresses on various parts of 
the home, yard, mailbox, etc. The house 
numbers must be displayed on the front 
of the home so as to be plainly visible 
from the street. House numbers on mail- 
boxes are fine for the mail carriers but not 
sufficient under the law. You may by law 
put your street address on the curb in 
front of your home. If this is done the 
numerals must be in block form and pain- 



ted black. They must be at least four in- 
ches high and three-quarters of an inch ip 
width. Additionally, they shall be no^e 
more than two inches apart. 

The Crime Prevention Unit of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Police Department recom- 
mends placing light colored numbers on a 
dark background and dark numbers on a 
light background. The numbers should be 
mounted on or near the porch or front 
door. In a neighborhood where house 
numbers are few and far between a police, 
fire or rescue unit responding to an 
emergencyTmust first find si house number 
and then determine the number sequence 
on that street. On some it may be two, 
four, or six numbers separating one home 
from the next. Once this is determined the 
count begins to find your home. Preciouii 
minutes are lost and so may « life. 

We urge realtors and builders to make a 
new homeowner aware of the law regar- 
ding the proper placement of house num- 
bers and we urge you the public to heed 
this warning: "The life you save may be 
your own!"

novels like "The Outsiders" is proof that teens are 
interested in these books. But, until now, if you wanted 
to read "The Outsiders," you would have to look on the 
same shelves where you would find "Winnie-thc- 
Ptooh." Now these are both great books, but the fact 
remains that they are not for the same reader. 

Recognizing this, the Virginia Beach Public Library 
System has divided "Y" fictitm into two sections. 
Books written for children in the upper elementary 
grades will continue to be marked with a "Y," Fiction 
for readers approximately seventh through ninth 
grades will be marked "YA"." Picture books and 
bocAs for the primary grades will still be marked "E" 
just as they always have been. All three categories 
apply to fiction book, those with a Dewey 
number, are all shelved together by subject and those 
especially intended for kids are marked with a "Y" in 
frait of the number.

paved, more and more effort ^ill be expected 
from those who itse the roads. 

"What we're really talkui^ about here is a 
schod system that's gdng to demand mwe frtMn 
everyone," Tlroutman said. "It's gdng to demand 
more from students. It's going to expect more 
from teachers. It's gdng to request more frran 
parents and it will also ^xpect more from its 
administrators and supervisory personnel." 

Philosophically speaking, education is admini- 
stered now much the same way as it was 
th(Misands of years ago: teachers present the 
infcMrmation and students memorize it and are 
tested on it. Tnmtman said the future will hdd a 
broader rde for teachers. 

"What we're trying to do now is to shift some of 
that emphasis to make the teacher more of a 
facilitator of learning," Troutman said, "and to 
get into some of the higher order, more extensive 
thinking, reasoning and reading skills; so young 
people 4rc moi*e f' pared to deal with the 
complex, techndogit . future. That will ncx be 



easy. 

The Task POTce Report, the first of its kind m 
the city, has given school officials clear goals to 
pursue. The recommendations have been 
designed to make an already good school system 
better. 

"I think the Task Force Report is seen by the 
superintendent as a clear and comprehensive 
vehicle to lead the school system in its renewal 
effOTt," Troutman observed. "I think for too long 
we have perhaps even oiasted on a reputation iot 
doing things well. And now we need to revitalize 
the entire school system; and I see this climate 
being reflected nationally. But fortunately Ux us, 
I see Virginia Beach being in the lead of a crest. 
It's almost like there's a whde wave of schod 
renewal and school reform hitting the country 
nationally. I see Virginia Beach being the crest 
leading this wave."

Whole, Lowfal or Skim 
Milk 

Whole milk has the 
biggest share of the 
market and comes in a 
wide variety of container 
sizes ranging from quart 
to half-gallon and gallon. 

Whole milk is 
sometimes called "vitamin 
D" milk because this 
vitamin is usually added to 
fortify it. Without the 
help of vitamin D, your 
body could not absorb 
and use the calcium it 
needs and gets from dairy 
sources. 

Most of the recipes you 
see in newspapers, 
magazines and ads have 
been tested with whole 
milk, unless otherwise 
specified. If families are 
buying 2% milk, thejocan 
use it in cooking except 
for special recipes calling 
for cream or half and half. 
For those who have to 
keep calories at lower 
levels, there's skim milk. 
This also has been called 
nonfat milk, but that's not 
strictly true. Milk fat has 
been removed to bring the 
level to less than 0.5 V*. 

When milkfat is 
removed, as in the case of 
skim or lowfat milks, 
vitamin A is add^. This 
must be done to offset the 
loss of the vitamin, which 
is contained in milkfat. 

Lowfat milks, those 
labeled 17* and 2%, have 
milkfat content of that 
amount. If they're also 
labeled, "protein for- 
tified," that means nonfat 
milk solids have been ad- 
ded. Vitamin D is added 
to almost all of these 
milks.

Also alarming city staff 
was a legalnotice pub- 
lished on June 3, 1983 in 
the Virginian- Pilot by the 
Army in which it announ- 
ced that four LACV-30's 
will be tested in a realistic 
operational envircmment 
using trained troc^s at 
Fort Story during July and 
August of this year. 

Although the tests will 
involve four vehicles, 
Grochmal said that the 
Army expects to have 14 
vehicles by the end of the 
year. He said the environ- 
mental impact statement 
Is not accurate. 

In his letter addressed 
to Maj.

Small, Muehlenbeck said 
Council "is very concern- 
ed about the impact of the 
basing and training of the 
L\CV-30's at Fort Story.

ses. Key: The taxpayer 
must be able to prove that 
the IRS' position was 
unreasonable. 

On the other hand, the 
government may be awar- 
ded up to $5,000 in 
damages from taxpayers 
who use Tax Court as a 
delaying tactic or whose 
claims are deemed to be 
"frivolous."

Unfortunately, the cost 
of homebuilding materials 
arc rising, in spite of 
lowering inflation. The 
cost of kitchen appliances 
is up 6Vt over last year 
vai hot wM« heaters are 
up 7%. 

Personally I don't see 
any rapid solutions. It ap- 
pears that now, while in- 
terest rates are down, may 
be the best time to buy. 



After three years of 
receiving and reporting 
dismal, discouraging 
news for home buyers 
and sellers, it's a real 
delight to see good news 
reaching my desk. 

Interest rates are 
down. Itane prices are 
down. And there's a lot of 
homes to choose from. 

There is strong new 
activity in the marketing 
of resale (used) homes, it 
was reported by the 
National Association of 
Realtors (NAR). This is 
true both in regard to 
numbers of people look- 
ing for homes to buy and 
actual sales, according to 
NAR. 

The Natioial Associa- 
tioi of Home Builders 
(NAHB) is even more 
jubilant. 

"A 30 percent increase 
in new home sales and 
housing construction is 
now forcast for 1983," an 
NAHB report stated. 

"There's been a turna- 
round in all key housing 
indicators in recent 
months." the NAHB 



report continued. "Mort- 
gage interest rates have 
plummeted from 18 to 12 
percent levels while hous- 
ing constructim starts, 
building permits and 
home sales how new signs 
of life and are heading in 
the right direction for the 
first time in three years." 

Prices of homes, while 
appearing to be gradually 
increasing, are really 
decreasing. Some ana- 
lysts say those real price 
reductions are substan- 
tial. 

The NAR report listed 
the current median price 
of exisi'ng homes at 
S67.50C. .oat's 2.3 per- 
cent higher than one year 
ago. 

However, as NAR con- 
cedes, when creative 
financing concessions are 
taken into account, home 
prices actually are lower 
than they were « year 
ago. 

Some real estate re- 
searchers believe the 
effective reductions in 
home prices are very 
significant.

in lUxilac's opinion, the 
most significant factor is 
that home builders and 
sellers are contributing a 
part of the sale price to 
"buy down" the mort- 
gage rate to make a 
house more attractive to 
prospective buyers. Last 
year, he added. U.S. 
Home Corp. (the nation's 
largest builder) paid out 
11 percent of its $1 billion 
revenues for buy-downs. 

In the wake of sharp 
reductions in mortgage 
interest rates, the use of 
various forms of "crea- 
tive financing" are dimin- 
ishing somewhat. But 
they are siill an important 
factor in the home 
marketing picture. 

Assuming an existing 
mortgage is part of about 
48 percent of home sale 
transactions — down 
from 60 percent a few 
. moiths ago. And many 
sellers are still carrying 
back first or second 
mortgages (or trust 
deeds), sometimes at low 
interest rates, in their 
quest to find and close a 
buyer. 

Q. In what part (rf the 
country are Home prices 
increasing or decreasing' 
most rapidly? 

A: Prices arc increas- 
ing most rapidly in the 
West — 6.2 percent gain 
during the past year. But 
keep in mind that the real 
or effective change is a 
price decrease, as ex- 
plained above. 

Q. What do the letters 
CMl after a real estate 
person's name mean? 

A. This is a new 
designation fw persons 
with documented exper- 
tise in the area of real 
estate taxes, it's granted 
by the Institute of Proper- 
ty Taxation. The letters 
stand fOT Certified Mem- 
ber of Institute.

25th, marked the official 
opening of Harbor Tower 
Apartments. 

The tallest highrise in 
Tidewater, Harbor Tower 
is twenty five stories high 
and is built on 37 acres of 
waterfront property along 
the Elizabeth River in Por- 
tsmouth. An octagonal 
shape is employed, which 
allows each apartment to 
have two different views, 
with one always of the 
river. There are 190 units 
including four pen- 
thouses. All have one or 
two bedrooms, with one 
to two baths, with the ex- 
ception of the penthouses, 
which have 2'/2 baths, a 
fireplace and roof deck 
foratotalof 2,195sq. ft.

was to design a new 
structure rai a vacant lot 
on Queensway Mall in 
downtown Hampton. The 
structure was to provide 
up to 2,S00 square feet of 
retail space for specialty 
shops plus additional 
space for offices, storage, 
and cmference facilities. 
A key element of the 
problem was to design the 
structure to maximize the 
prqjcrty as a pedestrain 
link fron the mall to a 
major parking lot. 
Although adapted from 
reality, some aspects of 
the prdjlem were hypo- 
thetical. 

Unanimous 
Crowe's entry was 
unanimously selected by a 
jury of six Virginia archi- 
tects and architectural 
educator as demonstrat- 
ing both the best design 
sdution and a highly-cwn- 
mendable presentation 
technique. Jurors includ- 
ed Jdin H. Spencer, 
FAIA, of Hampton Insti- 
tute, K. Edward Lay, Jr.

High Marks On Competency Testing 



The attitude of Virginia 
Beach Public Schools 
toward minimum com- 
petency testing has con- 
tinued to pay off again 
this year; 97 percent of 
those taking the tests for 
the first lime passed t be 
reading test, and 97 per- 
cent passed the 
mathematics test. 

From the time that the 
minimum competency 
tests were mandated by 
the Virginia General 
Assembly, the Virginia 
Beach school system has 
taken the tests seriously. 
Virginia Beach developed 
iU own tests originally, 
and portions of both the 
reading and mathematics 
tests were later adopted by 
the State Board of 
Education for use state- 
wide. Each locality is also 
responsible for developing 
and administering a social 



studies competency test 
that meets the unique 
needs of that locality; Vir- 
ginia Beach began ad- 
ministering its social 
studies test a full year 
before the test was 
required. 

Under State law, stu- 
dents who are not con- 
sidered ready to take the 
tests are not required to do 
so in the tenth grade. 
While some school 
divisions take advantage 
of this provision in the 
law, the policy of school 
officials in Virginia Beach 
.las consistently been to 
administer the test to 
everyone as soon as the 
student is eligible. In this 
way, teachers have been 
able to use the tests as 
diagnostic tools as early as 
possible and to provide 
remediation before a 



retest. As a result, no stu- 
dent of Virginia Beach 
Public Schools has failed 
to pass the required test 
eventually. 



This year, 98 percent of 
those eligible to Uke the 
tests for the first time 
completed both tests. The 
two percent who missed 
taking one or both tests 
because of illness or other 
absences will be scheduled 
for the tests at a later date. 

The importance of 
being in school on the 
days the tesu are given is 
stressed by school of- 
ficials; the two percent 
who missed the tests is 
well below the six percent 
average absenteeism in 
senior high schoob in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

The social studies test 
may be given even before 



the tenth grade. Those 
students who take a social 
studies course in junior 
high school are given that 
test as early as the eighth 
grade to allow for 
remediation if needed. 

The school system 
pre|Mres a comprehensive 
booklet annually which is 
sent home to parents with 
students about to take the 
test. The booklet explains 
the minimum competency 
tests and their importance; 
it also includes sample 
questions to be used by 
parents and students in 
preparing students for the 
tests. For those few who 
fail the first time, im- 
mediate remediation ef- 
forts are begun. 

The percentage of Vir 
ginia Beach students who 
passed the tests this year 
compares favorably with 
those of other years.

In the recently pub- 
lished and schod board- 
adopted Curriculum 
Assessment and Devel- 
opment Project, Task 
Force Report, one of its 
138 recommendations 
reads: "Explore creative 
means to recognize and 
reward classroom teach- 
ers who demonstrate 
superior teaching skills 
and to provide staffing 
q>tioDs that best use their 
talent and ability." 

Jamie Chapman, execu- 
tive director of the VBEA, 
agrees that classroom 
teachers need to be 
rewarded and recognized 
for exceptional teaching, 
but he also thinks a 
"merit pay" plan is not 
necessarily the best 
means to accomplish this 
goal. 

"Some people can look 
at that (recomnMiuiatian) 
and say, *d» siy gosh, 
that's iherlt pay,'" Chap- 
man recently said. "The 
overall experience of 
merit pay has not been 
favorable for the class- 
room teachers. It's a very 
easy thing to conceptual- 
ize.. .but when it comes 
down to doing it, it 
becomes really difficult." 
Chapman says there are 
serveral other ways of 
rewarding teachers with-

out using merit pay, siKh 
as weekly, monthly or 
aimual awards for excep- 
tional teaching perfor- 
mances. 
"No Magic Fonnala" 
Dr. Benjamin I. TVout- 
man, director. Office of 
Curriculum Assessment 
and Development, Vir- 
ginia Beach Qty Public 
Schods, said that really 
good teachers should be 
rewarded. But he doesn't 
like the term "merit pay" 
and thinks the key to this 
question is not hung on 
mmey but on involve- 
ment. 

"It's very clear to me, 
and I think the natioial 
scene bears me out on 
this, that the public and 
many professional people 
want to see differentiated 
recognition and reward 
for teachers, based not on 
longevity but on demon- 
strated performance and 
merit," Troutman said. 
"What is important is 
how performance is rated 
and by whcMn. 

"Any plan that would 
be devel(ved by this 
schod system would very 
naturally involve stu- 
dents, teachers and 
parents in the dcvelq)- 
ment of a plan. We do not 
have a plan right now," 
Troutman continued. 

The city's public schod 
system has three salary 
schedules from which 
teachers may draw their ^ 
salaries. Dmlng the firsr* 
three years of a teacher's 
emplc^ment in the sdiool 
system, teachers fall 
under the "probationary 
schedule," and employ- 
ment contracts arc up for 
renewal yearly. Wages 
begin at $14,070 for a 
teacher with no experi- 
ence, to $24,144 for 
teachers with a master's 
degree who is coming into 
the system with 15 years 



experience. After three 
years, teachers are 
switched to a "continuing 
contract schedule." Sala- 
ries here range from 
$15,469 to $25,870 
depending on experience 
md education. Contracts 
are automatically 
renewed. The final sche- 
<Me for teachers, with IP 
^ars experience in the 
city's schod system, is 
the "career schedide" 
which has a top salary of 
$28,020. But before teach- 
ers may be placed on this 
schedule, they must first 
make application and also 
meet a page and a half of 
requirements for place- 
ment on the career 
teacher schedule. The 



application is reviewed 
and final approval comes 
from the schod system's 
personnel office. 

Schod ofncials plan to 
actively involve the educa- 
tors and the community in 
devising a plan under 
which good teachers, no 
matter how much or little 
experience they may 
have, can be rewarded. 

"We intend to exten- 
sively invdve people in 
the development of the 
plan, but we will move 
forwMd with the develop- 
ment (in the interim)," 
said Troutman. "In other 
wOTds, there's no magic 
formula for what we 
intend to do right now. It 
will be long, hard work to 



get teachers, principals, 
parents and students to 
agree on what is the best 
way ofddng things." 

Troutman forsees a 
lofty summit to reach, but 
because of advancements 
in the scioKe of education, 
a resolution may rhe 
brought about logically 
and systematically. 

"I think, and let me 
make this pdnt clear, that 
the state of the art, and 
science of teaching is 
much more advanced now 
than it was a decade 
ago," Troutman said. 
"You have much clearer 
and better, more objective 
indicators of perfonnance. 
Therefore, we can devise 
a fairer, more objective, 



more comprehensive 
means to reward effective 
teaching behaviw. This is 
something that's long 
overdue." 

Asked specifically 
about the Task Force 
Report's recommenda- 
tion, Traitman said, "I'd 
say the intention of the 
reccMTimcndation is to loc* 
at all ways icx recognizing 
and rewarding teachers. 
That would include eco- 
nomic remuneration as 
well as other means." 

Troutman doesn't like 
to use the term "merit 
pay" because of its 
connotatiois. 

"I don't use the term 
'merit pay,'" he said. "It 
causes pec^le to react 
before they think." 

Chapman agrees that 
interested parties should 
See MERIT.

Teacher Benefits 



It's not fair to discuss 
teachers' salaries without 
discussing the benefits affored 
to the teachers by the city's 
school system. In most cases, if 
the monetary sum of the benefits 
was tacked on top of the 
educators' salary, it would total 
thousands of dollars. 

Some of the benefits full-time 
Virginia Beach teachers receive 
are, professional insurance; pro- 
fessional leave; hospitalization; 
sick leave; participation in a sick 
leave bank, where, for example, 
if a teacher needs to have a 
medical operation he or she can 
"tap the bank" for the needed 
time; workman's compensation; 
death benefits, which is like an 
insurance policy good for about 
one-half of the teacher's salary; 
sabbatical leave, with school 
board permission; in-service 
training, as part of the teaching 
calendar; parental leave of ab- 
sence of up to 18 months, after- 
which the teacher can return to 
work at the same status as when 
the leave begun; and the school 
system pays 5% of the teachers' 
salary to the Virginia Sup- 
plemental Retirement Fund. 



Prior to 1978 teachers paid this 
themselves. 

Nowadays you can hear on 
the street, "if you want a good 
job, work for the government; 
civil service; or for the city." 
The proposition carries its 
weight with the unmentioned 
benefits such employers provide 
for their employees. 

Finding a man or woman on a 
company or corporate payroll 
who is entirely happy is as rare 
as a snowstorm in July. But of- 
tentimes you'll hear someone 
complain about their jobs but 
confess the company has good 
benefits. 

Sure. Teachers want more 
money. They want to be 
recognized for what each of 
them consider "a job well 
done." But heck, who doesn't 
want the exact same thing? 
There used to be a saying, "If 
you're good at something, you 
don't have to tell people. They 
already know it." If a teacher 
does an exceptionally good job, 
he or she will know, as will their 
professional peers and friends. 
But people are also only human, 
and a slap on the back can still 
feel pretty good.

Drug Controversy 

The Fed Promises To 
Qackdown On Look- A-Likes 

(Note: this article has been submitted by the Office of the Attorney

RICHMOND-Federal Food and Drug Administration officials have told 
Virginia Attorney General Gerald L. Baliles that they will consider legislative 
and administrative efforts to ban the manufacture and over-the-counter sale of 
so-call^ combination drugs. 

, Baliles went to Washington recently to ask for federal assistance m curbmg 
V^the growing problem with the caffeine-ephedrine combination drugs, which 
are being heavily marketed to young people in some parts of the state. 

"This is a combination with no known therapeutic value," Baltics said. 
"The only thing it does is make money for the people pushing it in our schools 
and in video arcades." ... , „ .u 

Baliles told the FDA officials that a loophole in the current law allows the 
combination to be sold with little or no control. He asked that the combination 
be declared a "new drug" under federal regulations, effectively banning the 
manufacture and sale until makers can prove the safety and efficacy of the caf- 
feine-ephedrine mixture. ,, ,., J , u 

Baliles was joined by Attorneys General James Maddox of Texas and John 
Steven Clark of Arkansas on his visit to the Food and Drug Administration. 
Also meeting the delegation of state officials were senior administrators from 
the Postal Service and the Drug Enforcement Administration. 

The combination drugs began to be marketed in Virginia last year, when a 
business advertising the sale of legal stimulants opened in Virginia Beach. Sin- 
ce then, several other facilities have opened in Tidewater and Central Virginia. 
The pills are marketed under such names as Pink Footballs, Black and Reds, 
and White Molies. They have been tied to several overdoses reported in 
Southeastern Virginia, and reportedly have been sold in schools and public 
places where young people gather, as substitutes for more powerful illegal 

drugs. • u J 

The drugs are also heavily advertised in drug culture magazines, with adver- 
tisements aimed at young people. 

The operation of the retail facilities have come under heavy fire from parent 
groups in Virginia Beach, Hampton and Portsmouth. - By David Hathcock.

The Virginia Beach Public Library System will Jaunch 
its annual Summer Reading Program on Monday, June 
20. All children who can rfad independently are en- 
couraged to spend the fcrflowing eight wwks par- 
ticipating in this program. Participation will be a big 
help in maintaining and perhaps improving their 
reading skills at the same time that they stretch their 
imaginations through books. It will provide well over 
2,000 children with the owjortunity to discover for 
themselves the rewards of reading. 

The structure of the program is simple. Beginning 
June 20, children can pick up a reading folder at any 
one of the area libraries or the Bookmobile. As books 
are read they should be recorded on the folder and the 
folder should be brought on trips to the library. Each 
three books entitles the child to a "Reese's Pieces" 
sticker to add to the trail across Virginia on the folder. 
Certificates will be awarded to all children who finish at 
least six books. Each week there will be special game or 
activity handouts and at each stage of the child's 
reading progress he or she will receive another incentive. 
Through this program the library hopes to get children 
started on a lifelong habit of reading. 

This summer's theme is "Step Into The Unknown- 
Read Your Way Home." This statewide theme brings 
together the entire spectrum of Uterature, from the ex- 
traterrestrial to our own state of Virginia. Many of the 
activities will feature literature from or about Virginia. 
Others will encourage children to explore new kinds of 
books. Programs in the area libraries will reinforce this 
theme. Watch for announcements of them in this paper. 

Last year over 1 3 thousand books were repOTtcdly read 
by children who joined in the program. That's a lot of 
reading practice. Our concern this year is for the 
children who didn't participate. The Virginia Sute 
Library has asked each library to set a goal for this 
year's program. Our goal is to reach children who have, 
so far, missed this opportunity. We hope you will help 
by making children aware of what the library has to of- 



fer them this summer. 

If you have children participating in the Summer 
Reading Program here are some suggestions for en- 
couraging them. 

•Be sure to show interest in what your child reads. Let 
him or her tell you the story or read you the "good par- 
ts." 

•Since you know your child best, you may want to 
work out a special reward tj»at will be really imporlant 
to him or her. Later, reading will be its own reward, but 
incentives arc important to get a child started. 

•Visit the library with your child. You can help 
choose books that are at the right level so that they will 
be enjoyed. Pick out some for yourself, too, so that 
your child will know that reading isn't just for children, 

• If your child is not enjoying a book, you can suggest 
trading it in on another one. There's nothing wrong 
with not finishing a book, though if it happens often, it 
may mean that your child needs more guidance in 
picking books. 

•Remember the whole point of the Summer Reading 
Program is fun. Successful readers enjoy reading.

Carrico, 66, assumed 
the office of Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of 
Virginia in 1981, becom- 
ing the state's 23rd chief 
justice. Carrico succeeded 
Lawrence W. I'Anson, 
who retired after more 
than 23 years on the 
Court, the last six of 
which he served as chief 
justice. 

A native of Fauquier 
County, Carrico attended 
public schools in Fairfax 
County and was gradu- 
ated from George Wash- 
ington University Law 
School in 1942. A year 
later he was appointed as 
a trial justice of Fairfax 
County at the age of 26. In 
addition, he served as a 
naval officer during World 
War 11. 

In 1951, Carrico 
resigned his judgeship to 
take up the private 
practice of law, and five 
years later he returned to 
the bench as associate 
judge of the 16th Judicial 
Qrcuit. His ascention to 
.the highest judicial post in 
Virginia came almost 
precisly 20 years after he 
was appointed to the 
Supreme Court of Virginia 
by then-Governor J. Lind- 
say Almond, Jr. on Jan. 



30, 1%1. 

Carrico is Episcopalian 
and a member of numer- 
ous professional, civic and 
fraternal organizaticms. 
■ Robb, 43, became the 
first Democratic governor 
elected in Virginia in 16 
years when he won the 
1981 governor's race over 
Republican J. Marshall 
Coleman. Robb served as 
lieutenant governor from 
1978-81. 

By bucking a Republi- 
can trend in the South 
with his victory in 1981 
and by establishing him- 
self as a political moder- 
ate, Robb, despite his 
perscmal disavowals of 
interest in such a positicm, 
has been menticmed as a 
Dossible candidate for the 
Vice-Presidential slot <mi 
the 1984 Democratic 
national ticket. 

Born in Rioenix, Ari- 
zona, Robb has strcHig 
roots in Virginia, having 
been graduated Worn 
Mount Vernon High 
school in Alexandria in 
1957 and from the Univer- 
sity of Virginia School of 
Law in 1973. He studied 
chemical engineering for 
one year at Cornell 
University before trans- 
ferring to the University 
of Wisconsin at Madison, 
from which he received 
his undergraduate degree 
in 1961. 

From 1961-70, he 
served in the United 
States 'Marine Corps, 
including a tour of duty in 
Vietnam from March 1968 
until April 1969. He was 
released from active duty 
as a major, and currently 
serves as a lieutenant 
colonel in the Marine 
Corps Reserves. 

Following his gradua- 
tion from law school in 
1973, Robb served one 



year as a law clerk few 
Judge Jdin D. Butzner. 
Jr. of the F<Hirth U.S.

With the isummer comes 
an increase in road use by 
local residents as well as 
the tourist population. All 
too often we find out the 
hard way that two vehicles 
cannot occupy the same 
space at the same time. 

Driving requires an in- 
dividual's complete and 
undivid^ attention. The 
distractions of summer are 
bad enough, but when 
alcohol is consumed by 
body's reflexes are slowed 
considerably. The best ad- 
vice is to avoid mixing 
drinking and driving. If 
you must drink and drive, 
be responsible, know the 
four defenses everyone 
has. 



FOOD: Eat before 
and/or while drinking. 
The absorption rate for 
alcohol can be slo\Ved by 
as much as one-third. 
High-Protein foods such 
as cheese and meats are 
best because they stayi in 
the stomach longer. 

RATE: The amount of 
alcohol consumed per 
hour determines the blood 
alcohol concentration, 
(BAC). Remember that a 12 
oz. beer, 3 oz. glass wine, 
and 1 oz. shot of whiskey 
all have about the same 
alcohol content.

Honor America-21 Day Salute 
From Flag Day to July 4th 

Honor America During 
National Flag Week, 1985 

By the President of the United States of America 
A Proclamation 

Two hundred eight years ago, the first distinctive American flags were flown over the colonial 
defenses during the Battle of Bunker Hill. One flag was an adaptation of the British Blue Ensign 
while the other had a new design. Both flags bore a pine tree, symbol of the struggle colonial 
Americans undertook to wrest their land from the forests. 

As the colonials moved toward a flnal separation from Britain, other flags wiih various symbols 
appeared to inform the world of the hopes, dreams, and challenges of the new Nation. Many of 
the early American flag.s carried such mottoes as "Liberty or Drath" or "Don't Tread on Me" to 
reflect the courage and quest for freedom which motivated our forefathers and gave birth to our 
Nation. 

Two years after the Battle of Bunker Hill, the Continental Congress chose a flag which, 
tellingly, expressed the unity and resolve of the patriots who had banded together to seek indepen- 
dence. The delegates voted "that the flag of the thirteen United States be thirteen stripes, alternate 
red and white; that the union be thirteen sUrs, white in a blue field representing a new con- 
stellation." Two centuries later, with the addition of thirty-seven stars, this flag still symbolizes 
our shared commitment to freedom and equality. It carries a message of hope to the downtrodden, 
opportunity to be oppressed, and peace to all mankind. 

As challenges face our Nation today, the "Stars and Stripes" continues to remind each of us of 
the sacrifices and determination which built this Nation. It signals the great land of opportunity 
that our forefathers carved out of the wilderness and gave their lives to make free so many years 
ago. 

Now it is our responsibility to remember the great price that has been paid to keep our flag 
flying free today and our privilege to ensure that it will keep flying free for future generations. 

To commemorate the adoption of our flag, the Congress, by a joint resolution approved August 
3, 1949 (63 Sute. 492), designated June 14 of each year as Flag Day and requested the President to 
issue an annual proclamation calUng for iU observance and die diiplay of the flag of the United 
Sutes on all Governraent buiktingi. The Congreai also requested the President, by a joint 
resolution approved June 9, 1966 (80 Sut. 194), to issue annwdly a prodamation designating the 
week in which June 14 occurs u National Flag Week and calling upon all citizens of the United 
States to display the flag during that week. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, RONALD REAGAN. Preudent of the United States of America, do 
hereby designate Jui» 14, 1983.^ as Flag Day and Ibe wedi b^nnini June 12, 1983, as National 
Flag Week, and I direct the an>ropriate officials of the Oovemment to display the flag on all 
government buildings during that week. I also urge all Americans to observe Flag Day, June 14, 
and National Flag Week by flying the "Stan and Stripes" from their homes and other suitable 
places. 

I also urge the American people to celebrate those days from Flag Day through Independence 
Day, set aside by Congress as a time to honor Amerfca (89 Stat. 21 1), by having public gatherings 
and activities at which they can honor their country in an apfwoi^te manner. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto tH my hand due 10th day of May. in the year of our 
Lord nineteen hundred and eighty-three, and of the Indq;>endence of the United States of America 
the two hundred and seventh. 
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The Program To 
Honor America 
Started In 1970 

The American Hisoric 
and Cultural Society, Inc. 
was established in June 
$970 under the laws of the 
District of Columbia as an 
educational and charitable 
organization. 

The Honor America 
program of the Society 
was designed to increase 
the knowledge of the 
American public about its 
cultural heritage, con- 
stitutional form of gover- 
nment, and history, and to 
commemorate the an- 
niversary of the indepen- 
dence of the United States 
of America. 

This is accomplished by 
the dissemination to the 
public of educational 
materials on historic sites 
and state or federal gover- 
nment public facilities and 
by the conduct, sponsor- 
ship or dissemintation of 
information about 
musical and cultural even- 
ts available to the public 
featuring examples of 
American art, music and 
culture. 

The events included in 
the programs suggest 
development of local 
historic ceremonies, 
parades, erection of 
monuments, band concer- 
ts, festivals of American 
folklife, viewing of 
historic documents in 
public buildings, contem- 
porary musical entertain- 
ment and fireworks 
displays.

SALUTE THE BANNER OF HOPE 



The flag of the United States, waving proudly in a spring breeze, projects to 
an observer a sense of self-esteem. Without dramatic words or martial music, 
this banner conveys a message of stability and constancy. 

For virtually all U.S. citizens living today therflag has always existed, and 
most of us believe it always will exist. For citizens of other countries, par- 
ticularly those behind the iron curtain, the Stars and Stripes kindle hopes of 
liberty and independence. 

Flag Day, June 14, marked the beginning of the Hoaor America program, a 
21-day salute, reaching its climax on the Fourth of July. This event was of- 
ficially authorized by a joint resolution of Congress and signed into law by 
President Ford in 1975. ' ... • j 

The guiding force behind this legislation was the American Historic and 
Cultural Society, Inc., which strives to make each year's Honor America ac- 
tivities more significant than those of the past. 

Back in the 19th century Henry Ward Beecher wrote, "A thoughtful mmd, 
when it sees a nation's flag, sees not the flag only, but the nation itself... he 
reads chiefly in the flag the government, the principles, the truths, the history 
that belongs to the nation that sets it forth." 

Centuries ago, flags or banners as we know them today did not exist. But the 
Egyptian armies introduced streamers or colored ribbons to mark the progress 
of their forces. From these, flags eventually evolved. 

To capture an enemy's flag was a triumph. Men fought desperately— and 
gave their lives— to protect their standards from falling into hostile hands. To 
"rally round the flag" was a literal fact. 

Are we rallying strongly around the flag today? In times of stress every Am- 
erican may well try to reassess his niche in our country's well-being or absence 
of well-being. One simple way to convey a sense of commitment is to display 
the Stars and Stripes prominently on Flag Day. 

Let's consider further steps. Did you vote in the most recent national, state 
and local elections? In 1984 will come the primaries and the presidential elec- 
tion that will have major impact on the future of the U.S. government. 
Becoming well informed on the issues and the candidates will call for a bit of 
effort, but it is a long stride toward good citizenship. 

In your neighborhood affairs are you providing a helpful voice or a note of 
guidance? Perhaps you could steer some confused youngster on a party toward 
responsible adulthood. 

You could find a note of personal satisfaction in performing a small service 
or voicing a comforting word to cheer up an aged indigent person.

Boardwalk Art Show Gearing Up 



Fax the past 27 years, artists and artwOTk along the 
Virginia Beach Boardwalk have been as conmoaplace 
as tourists and bathing suits. This year the 28th Annual 
Boardwalk Art Show, June 23-27, will maintain the 
traditiai with the largest show in the event's history. 

A total of 612 artists have been selected frOTi over 
1,400 applications to exhibit their wares alcmg the 
Boardwalk frcxn 9th through 22nd Streets. The artists 
represent 32 states across the Unicxi. Charles Minetti, a 
French painter, is the first Eurqjean artist to 
participate in the show. He is amoig 244 artists from 
NTirginia, 85 from Florida, 50 from North Cardina, 41 
from New York and the balance from as distant as 
California.

during these hours. 

Insulate Well 

• Create a good "thermal 
envelope" that will hold 



the heat of the sun in. 
Your sunspace should 
have proper insulation in 
addition to the insulating 
qualities of Andersen 
windows and gliding patio 
doors. 

• The thermal mass should 
be large enough to keep 
the sunspace from being 
dependent on the home's 
heating system, but it 
should also share its 
energy with the rest of the 
house. Brick, flagstone, 
ceramic tile and concrete 
are frequently used as 
mass in floors and interior 
walls.

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If the homeowner is 
thinking about adding to 
his present home or doing 
some major remodeling, it 
would be wise for him to 
know what certain terms 
mean to help him avoid a 
misunderstanding and un- 
necessary expense, said 
John Blumling of Good- 
man Segar Ho^an 
Residential Sales Corp. 

Following are a few 
terms and their meanings 
as explained by Blumling: 

Footing: The fooUhg is 
the base upon which ^e 
foundation walls rest. 
Footings are made of 
poured concrete, used for 
its strength and its ability 
to conform to the shape of 
the ground. Some 



builders place steel 
retaining rods into the 
footings for extra support. 

Foundation walls: The 
most common materials 
for foundation walls are 
cinder block', concrete 
blocks and poured con- 
crete. Portions of the 
walls below ground are 
tarred to make them 
waterproof. 

Solid Floor: The floor 
that is covered by pad and 
carpet or vinyl is generally 
made of sand, plastic as a 
vapor barrier, wire mesh, 
four inches of poured 
concrete with at thermal 
break around the 
perimeter. 

Exterior finishing: Ex- 
terior walls are covered 



with sheathing, commonly 
plywood or composition 
board. A finished exterior 
is then put onto the 
sheathing-brick, asbest- 
os, cedar, aluminum. 

Interior finishing: The 
interior of most homes 
today is finished with 
sheetrock-drywall. Older 
homes usually have plaster 
walls. 

Insulation: All in- 
sulation should have a 
vapor barrier to prevent 
moisture from going 
throuh the walls and con- 
densing on a colder sur- 
face. Vapor barriers are 
made of treated paper, 
aluminum or plastic. 
Note the "R" factor on 
insulation. 



It stands for resistance 
to the transfer of heal or 
cold. The higher the R 
factor, the better the in- 
sulation. "Consult a 
heating contractor for the 
type of insulation best for 
the home and location," 
Blumling said. 

"There are many other 
terms the homeowner 
should know about. If, in 
the process of deciding on 
an addition to the home, 
the owner is unsure* of 
some of the terms being 
used, he should not be shy 
about asking," he said. 

"A question or two will 
at least relieve the owner's 
mind-and may also save a 
good deal of money," 
Blumling added.

With the upward rush 
of the stock market in 
recent months, some very 
interesting trends have 
developed. One of those 
trends which is charac- 
teristic of a strong bull 
nurket is the relentless 
search for an inexpensive 
stock on its way to 
becoming an expensive 
stock. Once again the 
visions of instant success 
and instant wealth prevail. 

The nurturing of such 
thoughts seems to be a 
simple enough thing. The 
process goes something 
like this. Let's buy 1000 
shares of a particular 
California Savings & Loan 
at seventy five cents per 
share. At the end of the 
week let's sell those same 
1000 shares at around 17 
'4. It does not take a 
mathematics wizard to 
determine your original 
$730.00 is now worth ap- 
proximatdy $17,000.00 
The natural question -- 
"How can I get a piece of 
that action?" 

The only surefire an- 
swer is once you see this 
happen, simply turn back 
the clock, enter the market 
at a nice low price and 
then allow the clock to run 
forward. If this is not in 
your bag of tricks, you are 
not alone. For those of us 
condemned to read about 
this type of thing the 
following day, there is one 
other hope. With a great 
deal of work you may be 
able to ferret out an 



unresearched, unknown 
potential success story of 
your own. The best odds I 
will give you is one in otoe 
thousand. 

Nothing frustrates those 
of us that claim we are 
professionals like trying to 
research "penny stocks". 
It seems as though nothing 
can be found on these 
potential "Forture 500" 
companies. This has lead 
to a basic theory about 
penny stocks. Either no 
one knows they mst or 
they are really worth exac- 
tly the price for which they 
are selling. The first half 
Of that theory lacks some 
credence when you see a 
stock, that sells for twenty 
five cents, trade an 
average of three hundred 
thousand shares per day. 
That breaks it right down 
to the second part of the 
theory. Penny stocks are 
generally worth what they 
sell for on the open 
market. 

One point needs to be 
restated, due to the lack of 
information available on 
these stocks and the lack 
of predictability they 
should be considered 
highly speculative. That is 
not to say, there is no such 
thing as a good penny 
stock. They are just a rare 
item. Please remember, a 
penny does not buy as 
much today as it did twai- 
ty years ago. Did you ever 
wonder why they are 
referred to as "Penny 
Stocks"?

Furniture Odors, Preventing - Buy about two 
pounds of red cedar shavings (furniture manufac- 
turers of mills have them). Put a pound each in 
two old nylon stockings and place them In two 
bottom drawers. If the furniture has no drawers, 
lay the cedar shavings in the bottom. 
Furniture Polish, Maldng Your Own - Mix one 
cup of sweet oil (odorless olive oil) with one-half 
cup of turpentine. Apply with a soft cloth, then 
polish briskly. 

Or mix together equal parts of linseed oil, white 
vinegar, and turpentine. Apply with soft cloth, 
rub briskly, then polish with a second soft cloth. 
Furniture Scratches, Removing - First, if the 
scratch is not too deep, try and cream wax or fur- 
niture polish. If this doesn't work try hnseed oil, a 
matching colored crayon, or a melted candle. 
Polish well. 

Or try iodine, applied with a cotton swab, if it's 
dark furniture. Melted shoe polish in a matching 
color is 'another solution. 
Or rub the scratch with the meat of ia Brazil nut. 
Furs, Cleaning - If the fur is white, rub equal parts 
of salt and flour into it. Wait twenty minutes, 
then shake the fur vigorously and finish it with a 
good combing and brushing^ ~

4,600 To Attend SummerSchool 



Just a few days after the current regular schod 
session ended in Virginia Beach, about 4,600 students 
are expected to return to the classroom for some type of 
summer school program. Some of those students will be 
there because they want to be; seme will be there 
because they have to be. 

Two secondary centers 

On the secondary school level, senior high students 
will attend the senior high center which serves the 
junior high attendance zone in which they live. All 
junior high summer school students will attend Haza 
Junior High. 

The Bayside High center will serve the attendance 
zones of Lynnhaven, Virginia Beach, and Bayside junior 
highs, as well as the Independence Juniw Mgh 
attendance zone, with the exception of those areas 
south of Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

The Green Run High center will serve all of the 
attendance zones of Brandon, KempsviUe, Princess , 
Anne, and Plaza junior highs, as well as the 
Independence zone south of Virginia Beach Boulevard. 
The only exception to the above is for seniors who need 
only two credits to graduate and will be eligible to

Not Be Well Known To 
The Public; From Virginia 
Beach To Newport News 



The availability of library service is an indicator of 
a community's quality of life. Residents of the extended 
Hampt(Hi Roads cranmunity are well aware of their 
public Hbraries. 

In 1980-81. conbined use of the Chesapeake, 
Hampton, Newport News. Norfolk, Portsmouth and 
Virginia Beach Public Libraries accounted fw 16%of the 
total public library circulaticMi in the Commonweahh. 
There are, however, a number of special libraries in the 
local area serving the more specialized informatiai 
needs of the pubhc. As some of these facilities may be 
less well known to area residents, a brief description of 
several are offered to whet your interest. 

Virginia Institute (rf Marine Science Library in the 
Gloucester Point area of Newport News is open to the 
public from 8 a.m. - 4:30 p.m. Monday through Friday. 
Its collection of over 30,000 volumes centers on marine 
research including toxicology, sport fishing, scientific 
expeditions, nautical charts, geological surveys, 
topographical charts, etc. Primarily intended to serve 
the VIMS scientific staff and students of The Collge of 
William and Mary's marine science school, the library 
requests that the public call in advance. Due to limited 
staff, the library cannot handle secondary schod 
students assignments, but will work with teachers in an 
advisory capacity. 

Virginia Associated Research Campus library is 
located at 12070 Jefferson Avenue in Newport News 
2306. As a research library of the College of William 
and Mary, the library houses 20,000 volumes and 377 
periodical subscriptions. It welcomes students who can 
do their own research in such areas as aerospace, 
radiobidogy, envirCTimental studies including toxic 
wastes, nuclear phsycis, chemistry, biolc^y, etc. 

Langley Research Center Technical Ubrary MS185 
MS185 Buiding 1194 NASA Hampton 23665 was 
founded in 1920 and is now an accredited university 
library. Its collection includes 3.7 million documents 
including 60,000 book titles and 846 periodical 
subscriptions. Open to the public from 7:30 a.m. - 4:30 
p.m. Monday through Friday, the library also provides 
a taped walWrig tour and orientation to the collection. 
Fre on-line data base searches are provided within 
budget alloltments. 



The Jean Outland Oirysler Ubrary of the Chrysler 
Museum is' temporarily locMted in rooms on the fifth 
floor of the Norfolk CHy School Board Building. Begun 
in 1959. t)Vi Ubrary c(Micentrates on materials in 



western Eurqjean and American painting, Art 
Nouveau decwative arts, glass, textiles, etc. Special 
collections include 18th-20th century auction and 
exhibit catalogs. The 75,000 titles and 80 periodical 
subscriptiOTS are available few use to qualified 
researchers and serious students of art by appointment. 
Norfolk Botanical Garden includes a library located in 
the Administratis Building. The horticulture collection 
includes 2,000 volumes and 33 periodical subscriptions. 
Open Monday through Friday fl-om 8:30 a.m. - 5 p.m.. 
materials can only be checked out by Society members. 
The War Memorial Museum library, Huntington 
Park, 9285 Warwick Boulevard, Newptwt News. 23607 
was founded in 1975. Its cdlectiwi includes materials 
on military history firom the American Revdutioo 
thrcMigh Vietnam as well as regimental histories, and 
special cdlections dealing with Viet Cong weapons and 
uniforms, German language propaganda publications. 
World Wars I and H magazines, photographs, and 
scrapbooks. 13,000 vdumes, 35 periodical subscrip- 
tions and 3000 photographs are among its holdings. 
The library is open to the public for research purposes 
from 9 a.m. - 5 p.m. Monday through Saturday and 
from 1 to 5 p.m. ot Sundays. 

Edgar Cayce Memorial library located at the 
Association for Research and Enlightenment facilities 
on Atlantic Avenue at 67th Street in Virginia Beach is 
c^n to the public from 9 a.m. - 5;30 p.m. Mcmday 
through Saturday and 1 - 6 p.m. on Sundays. Hours are 
extended into the evening until 10 p.m. during the 
conference season. A local library membership may be 
purchase for $10. The 36,000 volume collection includes 
the complete Edgar Cayce readings, sources on holistic 
health, philosophy. parasychol<«y and the Egcrton 
Sykes Collection on Atlantis. 

MacArthur Memorial Moaeum, 1 MacArthur Square 
in downtown Norfcrfk includes an archival Ubrary of 
2,000.000 pieces including the 4,000 volumes and 
memorabilia remaining of the General's cdllection most 
of which was lost in Manila. Founded in 1964, the 
library is open to the public from 8:30 a.m. - 5 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. The facility wiU take telephone 
or written reference requests at a charge of $10 per 
hour after the first hour of research. The collection docs 
not circulate. Special cdlections include military 
logistics. PhilUppine querrillas. military intelligence 
and personal correspondence. 

In Newport News, the Mariner's Museum library is 
open to the general public Monday through Satuday 9 
a.m. - 5 p.m. The non-circulating cdlection of 60.000 
volumes and 150,000 photos, maps, charts, etc., 200 
periodical subscriptions emphasizes maritime and 
naval history particularly from 1840 cm with the 
beginning of steam. It includes Lloyd's register of ships 
and provides a wrech listing on a weekly basis for use 
by scuba divers and others. 

The Tidewater area has a wealth of information 
available to the researcher and often to the casual 
reader. Please contact your local public library or 
contact one. of these faciUties directly for hirther 
information and assistance.— By Carolyn Powell

Northeasters And Menacing Shipwreckers Have Caused 
More Than 185 Shipwrecks Since 1875 Off Virginia 
Beach's Coast; People And Cargo Lost At Sea

Oa Monday, Nov. 12, 1928, the oceanUner Vcstris, 
bound from New York to Barbados, shipwrecked in 
a storm about 40 miles off the Virginia Beach coast. 

Carrying a full icargo and 338 passengers and crew, 
the ship, which was later found to be unseaworthy, 
encountered 80 mile an hour winds and seas rose to 
100 feet, according to The New York Times, which 
devoted a full page to the 
thalassic tragedy. 

At precisdy 1:2S p.m. 
on that fearful and 
fateful day. the order 
came down to abandon 
ship. The first boats 
ferrying women and 
children were poorly 
launched or were bat- 
tered into splintov by the 
ruins s«u> Tlhe Turns 
ttaortied.

"The major reason they ran around in the early 
days was they were caught in a gale or a north- 
easter," Rumble said. "They were in a snowstorm 
or a blizzard. In other words, all kinds of things were 
impediments to visual observation," which was all 
most of the ships many years ago used to navigate. 
In addition to ships wrecking because of environ- 
mental conditions, many 
were intentionally lured 
ashore and caused to 
wreck by vandals and 
robbers. 

"Ever since man 
went to sea he's had a 
problem with ship- 
wrecks," Rumble said. 
"I think in some of the 
earliest times, they were 
purposefully lured onto 
the shores so. the ships 
could be pillaged; and 
the people didn't pay a 
lot of attention to the 
survivors. They just went 
after the cargo." 

The shipwreckers were 
compared to highway 
robbers. One way to de- 
ceptively entice a ship to 
the shore was by creating 
false navigational mark- 
ers, beacons and lights. 

"For instance, as the 

story goes, they used to 

tie a lantern around a 

horse's neck and let him 

walk along the beach," 

Rumble related. "That 

would give an indication 

of another ship. The ship that was being lured ashore 

would think they're in safe waters and actually they 

ran aground onto the beach. And that's where they 

got the name Nag's Head." 

Since the shipwreck of the San Marcos in 1975, 
there have been more than 185 documented ship- 
wrecks between Cape Henry and Wash Woods, ac- 
cording to Rumble. Wash Woods is just south of the

According to the An- 
nual Report of the Oper- 
ations of the United 
States Coast Guard Ser- 
vice, year ending June 
30, 1894, between Cape 
Henry and the Cape Fear 
River in North Carolina 
a total of 27 sea disasters 
occurred, resulting in a 
total of 13 vessels Iwing 
completely destroyed. 
Fortunately no lives were 
lost in the oceanic mis- 
haps, although $372,940 
in property was. 

In most of the early 
shipwrecks, the ships 
which washed ashore 
were pummeled by wave 
action which braved the 
vessel up and down on 
the sea bottom. It was a 
combination of these 
eroding elements which 
would ultimately cause 
the final demise of the 
crippM watercraft. 

"In a hard gale where 
you have a lot of sea, 
when the ship grounds 
it b^ns to pound," Rumble explain^. "It keeps 
raising up aiKi bounces on the bottom. This use to 
br«dc the mast, cauK the rigging to fail and that's the 
beginning of the end." 

People still wonder how many broken ships are on 
the ocean's bottom a few hundred yards out, resting 
on the lee shore. Recently a pi«« of the stern of a 
ship wasl^ up at the north end of the beach near 
87th Str«t and Fort Story. Rumble concluded the

Booty On The Bottom 



Undoubtedly, there are 
remains of many ships caressed 
or buried in the sand on the 
ocean's bottom. Certainly, when 
ships went down so did much of 
their cargo, supplies and 
treasures. 

Experts say that most of the 
ships traveling near the Virginia 
coast were laden with raw 
materials and not with riches. 
However, didn't most ships have 
safes? And isn't treasure kept 
in most vaults? Therefore, there 
must be booty on the bottom of 



the ocean. Or, maybe it is 
possible that these ships were 
not carrying cash, gems or gold 
and silver. Maybe all that was on 
them was salt, nails and asphalt. 
How disillusioning that would 
be. 

If people believe hard enough 
that there is treasure off the 
coast, it will be there, sparkling 
like the coral which whistles 
through the Florida Keys. But if 
pessimism reigns, hope is a dark 
cave in the deepest hole in the 
ocean. 



Defense Or Economy? 



When the Tour of America 
bicycle race took place a little 
while ago, a man asked a police 
officer stationed on Atlantic 
Avenue during the event if he 
had heard of the controversy 
over the air cushion landing 
craft in Virginia Beach. 
Specifically, the officer was 
asked if he minded, or would 
mind the colossal amphibious 
machines roaring up and down 
the Virginia Beach shoreline. 

"Why not," he answered. "1 
don't go to the beach too often. 
But 1 might come down here 
just to see the things. ' ' 

Whether local residents look 
favorably or not on the craft, 
which the Army already has in 
Virginia Beach and the Wavy 
wants to station here, one thing 
is for certain. There is a 
mystique surrounding the 
hovercraft. 

Virginia Beach has gotten 
along pretty well with the 
military, as evidensed by the 
various military bases and in- 
stallations in the city. Of. cour- 
se, the Naval Air Statidn, 
Oceana was already here before 
the city's growth really began 
burgeoning. Consequently, the 
sonorous master jet training 
base has learned to exist har- 
moniously with the city. Other 
bases. Dam Neck, Fort Story, 
Little Creek, have quietly 
evolved without much com- 
motion. But now everybody is 
talking about the Army's 
SACV-30's and the Navy's 
LCAC's. 



Basically, city council is con- 
cerned over the possible expan- 
sion of the Army's activities in 
relation to their vehicles based 
at Fort Story, and also the 
possible stationing, and 
operation of Navy craft in 
Virginia Beach. The public's 
trepidations are also over the 
craft's impact on the environ- 
ment and on tourism. Another 
facet of this operose issue in- 
volves the fact that the craft 
have been noted for mechanical 
falterings and incompatibility 
with salt water and sea air. 

The military probably figures 
that the shortcomings of the 
craft are the primary reason 
why they need more of them in 
circulation; to continue to flush 
out the water bugs. But while 
they are learning how to main- 
tain their vehicles, local citizens 
and city officials are left to 
wrangle over where the vehicles 
should roam. 

Even though the controver- 
sial craft have their misgivings 
and are capable of quickly 
stirring public reaction (the 
time one beached at Lyn- 
nhaven), the vehicles are 
miraculous and should be given 
a chance to prove themselves. 
Ultimately, these vehicles are 
like paint on the United State's 
canvas of national security. 
Virginia Beach is facing a tough 
problem; that being, having to 
decide which is more impor- 
tant: the local economy and en- 
vironment or national defense.

NEA President On Teacher Salaries 

(Note: The following article, "Teacher's Salaries: A Decent Pay for All 
Tethers, " has been prepared by Willard H. MaGuire, president. National 
Education Assodation.) 

President Reagan, the National Commission on Excellence in Education as 
well as other recent education reports, agree on the most crucial problem 
facing education: the nation must attract and hold quality teachers if it is to get 
quality performance from students and meet the challenge of international 
competition. The fate of the nation may well hang in the balance. 

The President, in a recent letter to me, appealed to NEA to "join together 
and improve teaching and learning in America" by making teaching rnore at- 
tractive. Teachers applaud this initiative and welcome the opportunity to sit 
down and talk with the nation's chief executive about how to accomplish that 

goal. 

I need to point out, however, that the highly controversial salary proposals 
being touted by the President reward only a small segment of America's 
teachers, while the great majority of highly skilled and competent teachers will 
work for disgracefully low salaries. These are described as merit pay or master 
teacher-proposals, and are frequently misunderstood. 

NEA does not object to the concept of paying some teachers more than 
others. Teachers do object, however, to historically inappropriate and subjec- 
tive decisions about who is considered a "superior" teacher. Experience in- 
dicates that personal relationships or subservient behavior is too often equated 
with "merit," 

What would NEA propose? 

First, in order to elevate the status of the teaching profession, we should 
provide teachers with the resp«:t they justly deserve. Among other things, the 
salaries of all tachers should be raised. We need decent pay for all teachers 
before we consider oth« salary schemes. A starting salary of $12,000 is

A Good Place To Begin A 
Walk On Beach Is At Library 

A walk on the beach. The phrase is so evocative. 
Moonlit strolls, scavenger hunts after a storm and brisk 
winter walks are just a few of the images that im- 
mediately come to mind. What is so exciting is that these 
images can become reality on the miles of coastline in 
Virginia Beach. Perhaps iii no other major east coast 
city do residents and tourists alike have the opportunity 
to discover the water's edge as they do here. 

Although it may not be obvious, the best place to 
start a walk on the beach is at any one of the Virginia 
Beach Public Libraries. Through the years the library 
has developed a book collection designed to make 
beachcombing a more rewwdins experience. 

The armchair explorer should begin by checking ait a 
book which discusses the coast in general terms. Rachel 
Carson's 1955 classis ''The Edge Of The Sea" not only 



describes the rich variety of shore life, but also explains 
tides and currents and their effects on the beach. A 
more recent title is "The WildEdge"by Philip Kopper. 
Kopper also covers the flora, fauna and tide ranges of 
the Atlantic beaches from the Bay of Fundy to the 
Carolinas. Although both the Carson and Kopper 
books are excellent overviews, they do have one disad- 
vantage, neither are illustrated. One of the Time-Life 
Wilderness series titles, "Atlantic Beaches, " fills Uiis 
gap admireably. While it covers much the same material 
as the two above mentioned books, its outstanding 
feature is the pages of beautiful coastal photography. 

The library's collection also includes many useful 
flora and fauna identification books that are perfect 
for carrying along on a beach walk. Perhaps the most 
complete is "A Field Guide To The Atlantic Seashore. " 
A title in the Peterson Field Guide series, this book 
provides visual and descriptive information for over 907 
species of invertebrate animals and 140 species of plant 
life. Another guide, "The Handbook For Beach 
Strollers From Maine To Cape Hatteras," furnishes 
more indepth information on fewer species. 

Probably the most popular activity on any beach walk 
is seashell collecting. The Virginia Beuh libraries are 
especially strong in shell identification books. "The 
Audobon Society Field Guide To North American 
Seashells" and a "Guide To Shelb" are just two of the 
many illustrated shell fields guides available to be 
checked out at the library. 

The dedicated beach stroller need not stop here. The

shamefully low. . . , • 

Merit pay plans, master teacher proposals, and differential pay for science 
and math teachers are not new proposals. They've been around for a long 
time. And they haven't worked. , u- .w , 

NEA believes that merit pay schemes are too often subject to the per- 
sonalized shims of administrators, exhibit questionable cntena for judging 
teacher excellence, and thus invariably cause serious morale Problems. 
Teachers ask: what are the criteria for judging excellence and who shall be the 
judge'' Will the evaluator be a person who is thoroughly familiar with fair 
evaluation techniques? And will personal biases be kept out of the evaluation 
process? Experience demonstrates otherwise. 

Visualize, if you will, a typical school setting under any of these proposed 
systems If you're a parent, wouldn't you want your child taught by the so- 
called "master teacher" or the teacher who is being paid a "bonus" for doing 

a superior job? ....»„ . r 

And how about the variables involved in teaching children? Proponents of 
merit pay often claim that teachers should be judged solely on the basis of 
student achievement-how well studenu learn. Simple enough. After all. in- 
dustry pays its workers based on the quality of the product coming off the 

assembly line. . ^ u- , • 

NEA's 1.7 million members know that measuring student achievement is 
not that simple. On tlic contrary, it's extremely complex. There are countless 
variables that affect results: The socio-economic background of students, 
ability, attitude, the quality of equipment and suppUes, the curriculum em- 
ployed, health, home environment, emotional state, nutntional needs-and 
many more. Researchers have never been able to agree on how these complex 
human variables should be evaluated. 

I repeat. NEA will consider any fair and equitable salary proposal. For 
example, we can support the concept of a master teacher plan. Our quarrel is 
generally with its implementation. 

We may need new, fair and equitable salary systems. NEA would eagerly 
like to help find such systems. Meanwhile, let us not use the debate as yet 
another excuse for allowing quaUfied, competent professional teachers to be 
denied pay increases.

He reached his popula- 
tion figures by assigning 
2.85 persons per house- 
iKild and using the city's 
present develop- 
ment areas which exclude 
the Blackwater and 
Pungo study areas. 
AootlMr assumption «au 
that deveiofHnem would 
ooittsiue at an average of 
3.92 units per acre, 
reccMnmended in the 
Comprehensive Plan. 

He said that 20.000 
units are under construc- 
tion now which will 
accommodate 57,000 
peoirie, awl an additional 
86,300 dwelling units 
could be developed on 
huui presently zoned for 
residential construction or 



recommended for resi- 
dential construaion in the 
present Comprehensive 
Plan. 

His estimates were 
made for the area north 
of the Courthouse as part 
of a review of the city's 
Comprehensive Han.

At present, of the 
27,927.5 acres of unde- 
veloped land in the 
northern portion of the 
city, 23,000 are recom- 
mended for residential 
development in the Com- 
prehensive Plan. Elimi- 
nated also are 681 acres 
over which the Navy has 
purchased restrictive 
easements and 1,586.1 
acres in the 100-year 
flood plain. Council has 
already considered allow- 
ing the flood plains to be 
used to compute density. 
He said that most of 
the new construction 
would be in the Court- 
house-Sandbridge area -- 
39,400 units with Kemps- 
ville and the Holland road 
corridors next with 
approximately 12,000 
each. 

He said at present the 
city now has a policy of 
encouraging development 
in the Courthouse-Sand- 
bridge study area at four 
units an acre. Farther 
south, two units an acre 
are recommended. 

Public Utilities Director 
Aubrey Watts said that at 
present sewer is confined 
to the north of Princess 
Anne Road and the only 
sewer line west of the 
Courthouse area is to the 
Vocational Technical 
School on North Landing 
Road. 

He said that the Hamp- 
ton Roads Sanitation Dis- 
trict force main is located 
just n«1h of the align- 
ment of False Cape Park- 
way. 

The seven study areas 
used in the study, Scott 
said, are Bayfront, Bay- 
side, Courthouse-Sand- 
bridge. Great Neck, 
Holland, Kempsville, 
Little Neck and Ocean- 
front. 

Coimcihnan John A. 
Baum pointed out that 
people cannot be forced 
to develop their land. 
Some may choose to hold 
OT for higher prices while 
developers go elsewhere, 
perha{» Oiesapeake, to 
build. 

Council asked for 
written material on the 
report which would 
include water and sewer 
lines and roads which 
would be impacted. 

Councilwoman Mcyera 
CMjerndorf pointed out 
that in 25 years, some of 
the crider neighborhoods 
may have to be revital- 
ized.

He 
said that some may be 
better off financially sell- 
ing to developers and 
would like to get rid of 
the land. He said that 
most of the undeveloped 
land included in the study 
is presently being 
farmed, but that as 
development makes 
incursions in farm areas, 
the farmers tend to move 
out. He said that residen- 
tial leapfrogging into the 
farm areas will produce 
the same result. 

Planning C(Mnmissi(Mier 
Chairman Hassell E. 
Perell said that the Com- 
mission is concerned 
about leapfrogging, too. 
He said the best vi?ay to 
stq? that would be by a 
controlled capital 
improvement progrlim. 
He said that the absence 
of water and sewer will 

stop if. 

Councilman Dir. J. 
Henry McCoy Jr. said he 
did not believe in leap^ 
frc^ging either, but he 
also didn't think the city 
had to stop development 
at the hne. Baum said 
that once the line is 
crossed there will be no 
stopping development. 
He said the land prices 
will be cheaper and that 
the pressure will be on 
the farmer to sell. 

Vice Mayor Barbara 
Henley said the city ako 
needed information on 
legal aspects of the pro- 
blem. She said the trend 
is toward more than 
seven units per acre. If 
density is increased, she 
said, capital improve- 
ments also will have to 
increase. She wanted to 
know what it would cost 
the city under the various 
ahernativcs.

Honor America'21 Day Salute 
From Flag Day to July 4th 

Honor America During 
National Flag Week, 1983 

By the President of the Untied States of America 
A Proclamation 

Two hundred eighi years ago, the first distinctive American flags were flown over the colonial 
defenses during the Battle of Bunker Hill. One flag was an adaptation of the British Blue Ensign 
while the other had a new design. Both flags bore a pine tree, symbol of the struggle colonial 
Americans undertook to wrest their land from the forests. 

As the colonials moved toward a final separation from Britain, other flags with various symbols 
appeared to inform the world of the hopes, dreams, and challenges of the new Nation. Many of 
the early American Hags carried such mottoes as "Liberty or Death" or "Don't Tread on Me" to 
reflect the courage and quest for freedom which motivated our forefathers and gave birth to our 

Nation. . „ .■ u 

Two years after the Battle of Bunker Hill, the Continental Congress chose a Hag which, 
tellingly, expressed the unity and resolve of the patriots who had banded together to seek indepen- 
dence. The delegates voted "that the flag of the thirteen United States be thirteen stripes, alternate 
red and white; that the union be thirteen stars, white in a blue field representing a new con- 
stellation." Two centuries later, with the addition of thirty-seven stars, this flag still symbolizes 
our shared commitment to freedom and equality. It carries a message of hope to the downtrodden, 
opportunity to be oppressed, and peace to all mankind. 

As challenges face our Nation today, the "Stars and Stripes" continues to remind each of us of 
the sacrifices and determination which built this Nation. It signals the great land of opportunity 
that our forefathers carved out of the wilderness and gave their lives to make free so many years 
ago. 

Now it is our responsibility to remember the great price that has been paid to keep our flag 
flying free today and our privilege to ensure that it will keep flying free for future generations. 

To commemorate the adoption of our flag, the Congress, by a joint resolution approved August 
3, 1949 (63 Sute. 492), designated June 14 of each year as Flag Day and requested the President to 
issue an annual procltmatioa calUiit for it* obiervance and the display of the flag of the United 
States on all Government buikUncf. The Congreu also requested the President, by a joint 
resolution approved June 9, 19M (K) SUt. 194), to issue annuaUy a proclamation designating the 
week in whkh June 14 occun u Nirttoaal Flag Week and calUng upon all dtizens of the United 
States to display the flag during that waek. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, RONALD REAOAN, President of the United Sutes of America, do 
hereby designate June 14, 1983, as Flag Day and the week beginning June 12, 1983, as National 
Flag Week, and I direct the appropriate officials of the Government to display the flag on all 
government buildings during that week. I also urge all Americans to observe Flag Day, June 14, 
and National Flag Week by flying the "Stars and Stripes" from their homes and other suiuble 
places. 

I also urge the American people to celebrate those days from Flag Day through Independence 
Day, set aside by Congress as a time to honor America (89 SUt. 211), by having public gatherings 
and activities at which they can honor thdr country in an appropriate manner. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, 1 have hereunto set my band this 10th day of May, in the year of our 
Lord nineteen hundred and eighty-three, and of the Independence of the United States of America 
the two hundred and seventh. 
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The Program To 
Honor America 
Started In 1970 

The American Hisoric 
and Cultural Society, Inc. 
was established in June 
$970 under the laws of the 
District of Columbia as an 
educational and charitable 
organization. 

The Honor America 
program of the Society 
was designed to increase 
the knowledge of the 
American public about its 
cultural heritage, con 
stitutional form of gover- 
nment, and history, and to 
commemorate the an- 
niversary of the indepen- 
dence of the United States 
of America. 

This is accomplished by 
the dissemination to the 
public of educational 
materials on historic sites 
and state or federal gover- 
nment public faciUties and 
by the conduct, sponsor- 
ship or dissemintation of 
information about 
musical and cultural even- 
ts available to the public 
featuring examples of 
American art, music and 
culture. 

The events included in 
the programs suggest 
development of local 
historic ceremonies, 
parades, erection of 
monumenls, band concer- 
ts, festivals of American 
folklife, viewing of 
historic documents in 
public buildings, contem- 
porary musical entertain- 
ment and fireworks 
displays.

SALUTE THE BANNER OF HOPE 



The flag of the United Sutes, waving proudly in a spring breeie, projects to 
an observer a sense of self-esteem. Without dramaUc words or martial music, 
this banner conveys a message of stability and constancy. 

For virtually all U.S. citizens living today the flag has always existed, and 
most of us believe it always will exist. For citizens of other countries, par- 
ticularly those behind the iron curtain, the Stars and Stripes kindle hopes of 
liberty and independence. 

Flag Day, June 14, marked the beginning of the HoBor America program, a 
21 -day salute, reaching its climax on the Fourth of July. This event was of- 
ficially authorized by a joint resolution of Congress and signwl mto law by 
President Ford in 1975. 

The guiding force behind this legislation was the American Historic and 
Cultural Society, Inc., which strives to make each year's Hpnor America ac- 
tivities more significant than those of the past. _ 

Back in the 19th century Henry Ward Bcecher wrote, "A thoughtful mind, 
when it sees a nation's flag, sees not the flag only, but the nation itself... he 
reads chiefly in the flag the government, the principles, the truths, the history 
that belongs to the nation that sets it forth." 

Centuries ago, flags or banners as we know them today did not exist. But the 
Egyptian armies introduced streamers or colored ribbons to mark the progress 
of their forces. From tiKse, flags eventually evolved. 
' To capture an enemy's flag was a triumph. Men fought desperately— and 
gave their lives— to protect their standards from falling into hostile hands. To 
"rally round the flag" was a literal fact. 

Are we rallying strongly around the flag today? In times of stress every Am- 
erican may well try to reassess his niche in our country's well-being or absence 
of well-being. One simple way to convey a sense of commitment is to display 
the Stars and Stripes prominently on Flag Day. 

Let's consider further steps. Did you vote in the most recent national, state 
and local elections? In 1984 will come the primaries and the presidential elec- 
tion that will have major impact on the future of the U.S. government. 
Becoming well informed on the issues and the candidates will call for a bit of 
effort , but it is a long stride toward good citizenship. 

In your neighborhood affairs are you providing a helpful voice or a note of 
guidance? Perhaps you could steer some confused youngster on a patty toward 
responsible adulthood. 

You could find a note of personal satisfaction in performing a small service 
or voicing a comforting word to cheer up an aged indigent person. Scores of 
opportunities exist through which a willing volunteer can create a turning 
point for the better in a troubled life. 

All these relatively simple matters can add up to a more productive life for 
you and for others, and productive lives add a sparkling touch to the stars in 
the U.S. flag.

Be Careful Who You Hit ! 

That Person May Be A Police Officer 



And If You're Convicted Of Assaulting A Cop, You Go To Jail

Following years of debate and gallons of spilled 
blood, Virginia police officers have gained a small ad- 
vantage in their never-ceasing battle against crime: more 
protection under the law. 

On and after July 1, 1983, if a person is convicted of 
hitting a police officer in the performance of his 
professional duty, that person will spend at least six 
months in jail. Malicious assaults can carry as much as 
20 years in prison. 

Traditionally, assaulting a police officer carried no 
harsher a penalty than assaulting your next door neigh- 
bor. Consequently, tourists in Virginia Beach, for 
example, could come here in the summer, sock a cop in 
the n(»e, and go back home with little more than a 
misdemeanor Citation. If the police officer wanted to 
press assault charges he or she would have to go to the 
local magistrate, just like a civilian would, and attempt 
to swear out a warrant for the assailant's arrest. 

Provided the magistrate granted the warrant, the 
assaulted officer would have to track the abusive out-of- 
towner down to bring him back t6 justice in Virginia 
Beach. Then, weeks later, the police officer and his or 
her attorney must convince a judge that the well-shaven 
man sitting in the courtroom in a three-piece suit on the 
morning of the hearing, was the belligerent drunk who 
punched the cop. The judge's decision could go either 

way. 

Ttiat'i all changing. 

"I think all they have done is taken a statue that was 
already on the books and added two additional elemen- 
ts," lud Virginia Beach Commonwealth's Attorney 
Paul A. Sciortino. "And if you can prove those two 
elements, what they have done is given you a mandatory 
penalty." 

According to House Bill 220, passed by the General 
Assembly at its latest session and subsequently signed in- 
to law by Governor Charles Robb, "if any person 
maliciously causes bodily injury to another.;. with intent 
to maim, disfigure, disable or kiU and knowing or 




having reason to know that such other person is law- 
enforcement oiTxQU enga^ in the performance of his 
professional duties «8 a bw-enforcement officer, such 
person shall be gtdlty of a CUm 3 felony, and upon con- 
viction, the sentenct of such person shall include a 
mandatory minimum tam of imprisonment of two 
years." 

An unlawful assault conviction of a police officer 
calls for a "mandatory, minimum term of imprison- 
ment of one year." Assault and battery convictions im- 
pose a six month jail term. 

Sciortino said the effectiveness of the new law will be 
detmnined in the courts. But from a prosecuting per- 
spective, not only will he now have to prove that the 
police officer was assaulted, but that the assailant 
clearly knew he was assaulting an officer. It sounds 
simple except in cases wherrthe officer may be in plain 
clothes. 

*'That's always been one of our con- 
cerns, particularly with the man not in 
uniform; identifying yourself and 
making it understood that you are a 
police officer/* said Virginia Beach 
» Police Captain E. F. Buzzy* executive 
ai(^to CMefChorlesR. l^U. 

"As you kuMv we have the guys who are sometimes 
dressed in tethii^ suiu or shorts who are working on 
the beachfront," Buzzy continued. "What we have 
tried to do in situations like that is have uniformed of- 
ficers assign^ to that particular investigation, a little bit 
back, maybe about a half a block away, as a backup. If 
the officer in the bathing suit were to see some criminal 
action, then he would call by walkie-talkie for an arrest 
team to come in. Tlwn when the men in uniform appear 
on the scene then they can affect the arrest and 
hopefully you don't have any identification problem." 

Similar problems also occur whei search warrants arc 
served, particularly with the vice and narcotics squads. 

The identification problem is a sticky area in the new 
law. 

"That's the thing. If you didn't know you should 
have known that the victim is an law-enforcement of- 
ficer enga^ in his public duty," Sciortino said. "So 
what you've got to do now is, you've not only got to 
prove that he committed the malicious assault or 
unlawful wounding or the assault and battery or the 
assault, which is dl you'd have to prove in a regular 
case, in addition to that you have to prove that he knew 
or should have known that not only was the guy a law 
enforcement officer, but thrt he was also in the perfor- 
mance of his duties. If he's nM in tlw p^formance of 
his duties, then based on this statue, the statue wouldn't 

apply-" ,_. J . 

Determining wha an offuxr is engaged m his dpu« 

could be questionable, but not for Sciortino. 

"All police offi<«s are (on duty all the time) 

theoretically," Sciortino said. "But I don't beUeve that 

means they're w^med m their public duties. What it 

means is, if you «« doing something which would call 

him into play; or other words, if you're involved in a 

breach of the peace wkI the police officer is off duty 

and obiCTi^ it, he then has a responsibility to act, 

moreso than a citiiai because he's a la^ enforcement 

officer.

Developers who had 
already submitted sice 
plans to the Planning 
Department by the time 
the new water and sewer 
rate increases were 
approved Monday after- 
noon will be given the 
opportunity to pay the 
lower rates in effect 
before July 1. 

Council, however, also 
set Sept. 1 as a cut-<rfr 
date. To take advantage of 
the rate break, the 
developers will have to 
apply for utilities con- 
struction by Sept. 1. Be- 
fore this can be done 
plans have to be approved 
by the city. 

Council by a vote of 9-2 
Monday evening adq?ted 
two ordinances increasing 
water ' and sewer fees 
recommended by the 
city's consultants. Buck, 
Seifert and Jost. 

New rates go into effect 
on July 1 . 

The ordinances 
increase water rates from 
$1.44 to $1.62 per JOOO 
gallons. Also, the $2.50 
fee for monthly fee for 
reading and maintaining 
meters and inspecting the 
systems has been 
increased to $3.50 and the 
monthly availability 
charges also have been 
increased at rates deter- 
mined by the size of the 
line used. For residential 
use generally this will 
mean an increase from $3 
to $3.45. 

Sewer maintenance 
charges also have been 
increased. For single- 
family residences this 
means an increase from 
$7 to $9.46 a month. 

The fees represent an 
mcrease of 30 percent 
overall. The added fees 
and charges are needed, 
acco^ding to the consul- 
tants to cover anticipated 
revenue deficits for fiscal

Cop Assaults 



Virginia Beach Police Captain 
E. F. Buzzy remembers driving 
home one night. He was in his 
pickup truck, wearing shorts 
and a t-shirt. 

It was about 1 1 p.m. when he 
passed a Lynnhaven area shop- 
ping center parking lot and 
observed a group of cars 
gathered and one patrolcar on 
the scene. Normally Buzzy 
wouldn't have stopped but it 
was obvious to him there might 
be trouble and the officer was 
there alone. As Buzzy pulled up 
he noticed that the patrolman 
was trying to restrain a big guy. 
Buzzy got out of his truck, but 
remembers wondering what if 
the officer doesn't recognize him 
and think he's a trouble maker? 
Buzzy, obviously not in 
uniform, showed his badge. For- 
tunately he knew the officer and 
the officer knew him. 

"I want everybody to know 
that this man is a police officer 
and you do anything he tells you 
to," the officer shouted to the 
people. 
Buzzy was relieved. 
Police officers are on duty 24- 
hours a day, even though they 
are in their uniform only about 
eight hours a day. ^ 

When a situation arises where 
a law enforcement officer is 
needed, he or she reacts regar- 
dless of the garb they are 
wearing. It is during these cir- 
cumstances that prosecutors 
may expect to have mild dif- 
ficulty in handling assault on 
policemen cases. 

Under a new law to take affect 
on July 1, not only will 
prosecutors have to prove that 
the pblice officer assaulted, but 
it must also be proved in court 
that the officer clearly inden- 
tified himself as an officer and 
was indeed acting in the per- 
formance of his or her 
professional duties. If such 
criteria is met, people convicted 
of assaulting police officers will 
spend at least six months and up 
to many years in jail or prison. 

Police officials are happy that 
stiffer penalties for assaulting 
police officers have come on the 
books, but are a little apprehen- 
sive over how the law will be 
handled in the future. Not only 



is there a question of how judges 
will decide whether or not the 
assailant knew or had reason to 
know that they were assaulting a 
police officer, but because of the 
mandatory penalty clause juries 
might become soft. 

Say for example there is a 
question as to whether or not the 
police officer was properly and 
adequately identified. Already 
the jury has a doubt in their 
mind about the case. Then the 
question of the assault comes 
up, and the facts surrounding 
that are also unclear. The jury 
knows that if it finds the defen- 
dent guilty he or she will serve 
time. Consequently, it may find 
a not guilty verdict rather than 
taking the chance of sending an 
innocent man to jail. 

Juries are supposed to be im- 
partial and not swayed by 
emotion. But that is not always 
the case. 

Buzzy recalls a case years ago 
were a man in his '40's a 
allegedly raped an 18-year old 
giri. On the day of the trial, just 
a few days before Christmas, the 
defendent came to court with his 
wife, three or four children, the 
smallest resting cradled in 
mother's arms. 

"Let my daddy go," the 
children quietly chanted before 
the procedings began. At the 
noon break court recessed and 
people went outdoors, with the 
holiday chimes of the nearby 
church bells ringing softly. 

Buzzy said he was sure the 
man was guilty, but the defen- 
dent was found not guilty of the 
rape and sentenced one year for 
simple assault. 

Since then Buzzy has been 
contacted by an investigator 
who was referred to him by the 
wife of the man who had just 
been acquitted of rape; because 
now the man has been charged 
with raping his 13 year-old 
daughter. 

It is up to courts and juries 
not to be taken in by emotion. 
Judges and juries are not always 
or ever usually in the streets and 
don't smell and see the blood on 
the sidewalks. Every effort 
should be taken to support our 
local policemen. Theirs is a 
thankless job.

Cop Assaults 



Virginia Beach Police Captain 
E. F. Buzzy remembers driving 
home one night. He was in his 
pickup truck, wearing shorts 
and a t-shirt. 

It was about 11p.m. when he 
passed a Lynnhaven area shop- 
ping center parking lot and 
observed a group of cars 
gathered and one patrolcar on 
the scene. Normally Buzzy 
wouldn't have stopped but it 
was obvious to him there might 
be trouble and the officer was 
there alone. As Buzzy pulled up 
he noticed that the patrolman 
was trying to restrain a big guy. 
Buzzy got out of his truck, but 
remembers wondering what if 
the officer doesn't recognize him 
and think he's a trouble maker? 
Buzzy, obviously not in 
uniform, showed his badge. For- 
tunately he knew the officer and 
the officer knew him. 

"I want everybody to know 
that this man is a police officer 
and you do anything he tells you 
to," the officer shouted to the 
people. 
Buzzy was relieved. 
Police officers are on duty 24- 
hours a day, even though they 
are in their uniform only about 
eight hours a day. 

When a situation arises where 
a law enforcement officer is 
needed, he or she reacts regar- 
dless of the garb they are 
wearing. It is during these cir- 
cumstances that prosecutors 
may expect to have mild dif- 
ficulty in handling assault on 
policemen cases. 

Under a new law to take affect 
on July 1, not only will 
prosecutors have to prove that 
the police officer assaulted, but 
it must also be proved in court 
that the officer clearly inden- 
tified himself as an officer and 
was indeed acting in the per- 
formance of his or her 
professional duties. If such 
criteria is met, people convicted 
of assaulting police officers will 
spend at least six months and up 
to many years in jail or prison. 

Police officials are happy that 
stiffer penalties for assaulting 
police officers have come on the 
books, but are a little apprehen- 
sive over how the law will be 
handled in the future. Not only 



is there a question of how judges 
will decide whether or not the 
assailant knew or had reason to 
know that they were assaulting a 
police officer, but because of the 
mandatory penalty clause juries 
might become soft. 

Say for example there is a 
question as to whether or not the 
police officer was properly and 
adequately identified. Already 
the jury has a doubt in their 
mind about the case. Then the 
question of the assault comes 
up, and the facts surrounding 
that are also unclear. The jury 
knows that if it finds the^defen- 
dent guilty he or she will serve 
time. Consequently, it may find 
a not guilty verdict rather than 
taking the chance of sending an 
innocent man to jail. 

Juries are supposed to be im- 
partial and not swayed by 
emotion. But that is not always 

the case. 

Buzzy recalls a case years ago 
were a man in his '40's a 
allegedly raped an 18-year old 
girl. On the day of the trial, just 
a few days before Christmas, the 
defendent came to court with his 
wife, three or four children, the 
smallest resting cradled in 
mother's arms. 

"Let my daddy go," the 
children quietly chanted before 
the procedings began. At the 
noon break court recessed and 
people went outdoors, with the 
holiday chimes of the nearby 
church bells ringing softly. 

Buzzy said he was sure the 
man was guilty, but the defen- 
dent was found not guilty of the 
rape and sentenced one year for 
simple assault. 

Since then Buzzy has been 
contacted by an investigator 
who was referred to him by the 
wife of the man who had just 
been acquitted of rape; because 
now the man has been charged 
with raping his 13 year-old 
daughter. 

It is up to courts and juries 
not to be taken in by emotion. 
Judges and juries are not always 
or ever usually in the streets and 
don't smell and see the blood on 
the sidewalks. Every effort 
should be taken to support our 
local policemen. Theirs is a 
thankless job.

systematic and comparative attempt to select the most 
promising ideas from the entire range of library ar- 
chitecture to bring to bear upon the Central Library in 
Virginia Beach. 

My questioning quicidy yielded another misapprehen- 
sion on my part. While 1 wanted to ask Laszlo about 
buildings, Laszlo kept talking about people. He em- 
phasized that buildings are not constructed to deal with 
abstract problems. Buildings are meant to meet the 
needs of the people who use them, and it is important 
that the people who work in them become part of the 
creative design process. He was candid in stating that 
because buildings are designed for people, and because 
change over time, no building will ever be built that 
solves all problems. 

Our talk about people led me to the realization that 
buildings are dynamic structures and not inert piles of 
brick and morter. The Central Library will never be a 
passive building. It's design will actively contribute to 
the quality of library service in Virginia Beach. . 

Our conversation returned to the problems of design. 
Once again Laszlo's concerns and viewpoint were

unique. While 1 was ready to discuss all of the particular 
concerns of constructng the Central Library, Laszlo 
wanted to emphasize universal problems of constructing 
the Central Library. Laszlo wanted to emphasize 
universal problems of people using space effectively. It 
was in this exchange that 1 realized that both the 
librarian and the architect are contributers td the 
ultimate design of the building. The librarian brings cer- 
tain parochial concerns relating to the information 
trade, and the architect brings a sense of the universal 
experience of people using buildings. It is the architect's 
job to interpret the unique concerns of the librarian in 
terms of this universal backdrop to create a building 
that effectively m,eets everyone's needs. The client and 
the architect are both part of the creative design process. 

Laszlo spoke of a commitment to the- use of passive 
heating and lighting for the building, not a surprising 
statement from a man who was recently named "Energy 
Man of the Year" by the National Energy Journal. The 
Cenual Library will never be a dimly lit cavern of 
books, but will be a building in which natural light 
floods an interior that brings a sense of openness and 
welcome to people using the building. 

Laszlo Aranyi was born in Budapest, Hungry, and 
came to the United States in 1956. He received a 
Bachelor of Architecture from the North Carolina State 
University in 1958 and opened his first office in Virginia 
Beach in 1965. He founded The Design Collaborative, 
an architectural firm that specializes in passive solar 
design, in 1975. Major buildings designed by Mr. 
Aranyi include the Virginia Beach Sun building. Bow 
Creek Recreation Center, the Oceanfront and Great 
Neck Area Libraries, Beth Sholom Nursing Home, the 
Barretts Comer branch of Virginia National Bank and 
the passive solar Greenbrier Corporate center. The 
Kesser Dental building in Norfolk was designed by Mr. 
Aranyi and is Tidewater's first passive solar building. 

Residents of Virginia Beach will soon enjoy the use of 
a Central Library that will be fun to use while if effec- 
tively organizes books and other recorded documents 
designed to meet the information needs of our city. 
Virginia Beach librarians are already planning the kinds 
of books and media that will be a part of the Central 
Library. Laszlo Aranyi and The Design Collaborative 
are equally busy at work designing a building that will 
bring pride to our city and make use of library services 
an efficient and enjoyable experience.

GHau Cooking Utensils, Removing Stains - Fill the 
utensil with fairly hot water, then dissolve baking 
soda in the water. Use one tablespoon of baking 
soda to each quart of water. Let it stand unti cpol. 
Wash in the normal way. 

Glass Decanters, Cleaning - Pour one-half cup of 
white vinegar into the decanter, then carefully add 
two tablespoons of raw rice. Shake well, wait five 
minutes, then shake hard again. Remove the rice 
and vinegar, then wash in warm, sudsy water. 
Now rinse with cold water. 
Glass Jar Tops, Removing - A simple method 
which often works when a jar top is hard to 
remove is to stand the jar upside down in enough 
very hot water to cover the jar. Wait three to five 
minutes, then dry the tp and start turning. 
Sometimes a few sharp taps with the back of a 
knife wll do the trick. Remember, turn left to 
loosen, right to tighten. 

Glasses, Cleaning - One teaspoon of household 
ammonia added to the rinse water will make your 
glasses sparkle. Let them air dry, then polish.

Ice Cream - Historically 
America's Favorite 




George Washington is 
said to have been crazy 
about it, and consumed 
over $200 worth one 
summer. Dolly Madison 
served it at the White 
House during great state 
dinners, including James 
Madison's second 
inaugural banquet. It was 
ice cream, of course. It 
was a rarity in those days, 
but over 200 years later ice 
cream is one of America's 
favorite foods. The 
average American con- 
sumes more than 20 
pounds a year. 

During the first part of 
the eighteenth century, 
most American 

homemakers had to 
prepare it by themselves, 
for very special occasions. 
It wasn't until 18S1 that 
the first wholesaler of ice 
cream, Jacob Fussell, 
opened a plant in Pen- 
nsylvania. Although that 
ice cream bore little 
resemblance to the 

Sroduct we know today, it 
as eagerly accepted. 
Shortly after that opening, 
Mr. Fussell opened plants 
in Boston, Wasington, 



and New York. 

Most grandmothers and 
great-grandmothers can 
still remember preparing 
their own ice cream for 
family reunions, birth- 
days, church socials, or 
summer picnics. They 
probable supervised as the 
freezer was carefully 
packed with ice and salt, 
but undoubtedly poured 
the precious cream mix- 
ture into the inner bucket 
themselves. 

In those days of large 
families, there were plenty 
of willing hands to crank 
the freezer. Then, of 
course, there was the en- 
dless wait as the ice cream 
ripened while mouths 
watered and appetitites 
soared as potential paddle 
lickers contemplated the 
sweet and creamy concoc- 
tion. 

Ice Cream Pariors 

It was in the 1880'sand 
for years afterward that 
the ice cream parlor 
became an institution. It 
was a special someplace 
(and cool) to go after 
Sunday evening walks, the 



boat ride or the concert in 
the park. Even unescorted 
young ladies could go 
there without being 
criticized! 

There it was, cool with 
its marble-topped tables 
and dark polished wood 
furniture - and the 
specialities they served 
were really something! 
Sundaes became works of 
art with their fancy 
glasses, swirls of whipped 
cream, topped with nuts 
and bright maraschino 
cherries. Sodas were tall, 
colorful layers of ice 
cream, fruit syrup, more 
ice cream, a bit of fizz, all 
crowned with whipped 
cream, of course.

This is why a minor an- 
noyance, when expressed 
in hostile language or 
behavior, can flare into a 
major argument. 

Tavris warns, howeVer, 
that "suppressed anger 
can be 'bad' if, because we 
do not reveal our feelings, 
a stressful situation con- 
tinues; expressed anger 



can likewise be 'bad' if, in 
revealing our feelings, we 
make the stressful 
situation worse." 

Psychologists at the 
University of California at 
Irvine have had success 
with people who have 
problems with chronic 
anger by teaching them 
llow to think about their 
anger, how to control 
arousal and how to behave 
constructively. 

"Thus the decision 
about whether or not to 



express anger rests on 
what you want to com- 
municate and what you 
hope to accomplish. The 
moral use of anger* 
requires an awareness of 
choice and an embrace of 
reason," Dr. Tavris con- 
cludes. "For the small in- 
dignities of life, the best 
remedy i&.almosfiri#ays a 
Charlie Chaplin movie. 
For the larger ones, fight 
back. And, most impor- 
tant, learn the differen- 
ce."

More than any other 
single factor, home mor-

a fight?" 

In most cases there is little question over a police of- 
ficer's identity. Officers are trained to shout "Halt! 
Police officer! You're under arrest!" and show their 
badge. Even though the officer may be in plain clothes, 
the subject has been informed that the man is an officer. 

"What I think is going to happen is, 
if an officer sees the guy commiting a 
crime, he's going to say 'halt! I'm a 
police officer. ' He'll show his badge 
and say 'you're under arrest ' and then 
the guy turns on him and beats the tar 
out of him. To me, there'd be no 
question in my mind, whether he's in 
uniform or plain clothes, that this guy 
knew or had reason to know that he was 
a law enforcement officer in the per- 
formance of his duties because he told 
him to halt, told him he was a police of- 
ficer, and told him he's under arrest. " 

Sciortino said it is too early to tell how much impact 
the new law will have. 

"We have no way of knowing," he said. "We don't 
know whether it'll do good or not because you're going 
to have all these additional things to prove. And now 
you're going to be sitting there trying to convince a 
judge that not only was the guy maliciously assaulted, 
but that the guy knew he was a police officer and knew 
he was in the performance of his duties. The only way 
the law is going to be effective is if the court applies the 
statue, finds people guilty, and then imposes the senten- 
ce." 

Captain Buzzy is hopeful for the new law's success, 
but is concerned that the mandatory penalty may soften 
some juries. 

"I hope that it will, when the public becomes aware 
of it, mean that less police officers are assaulted," Buz- 
zy said. "What's I'm afraid of is, in a marginal case, 
given some circumstances, sjrmpathy-type things, that a ' 
jury, because of the language of two year imprison- 
ment, will give the benefit of the doubt to th^ defendent 
and dismiss the case." 

Buzzy said the poUce department will "try to instill in 
our people all the new elements of the new ordinance," 
and that officers will receive information on the new law 
Tl from their supervisors.

R2-5. (a) It shall be unlawful to hunt with a dog or gun or have in 
possession a strung bow, or a gun which is not unloaded and cased or 
dismantled, in the national foresU and on Commission-owned lands 
and on lands managed by the Commission under cooperative 
agreement except during the period when it is lawful to hunt bear, 
deer, grouse, pheasant, quail, rabbit, raccoon, squirrel, turkey, water- 
fowl in all counties west of the Blue Ridge Mountains and migratory 
game birds in all counties east of the Blue Ridge Mountains. The 
provisions of this subsection shall not prohibit the establishment and 
operation of archery and shooting ranges on national forest lands for 
the purpose of siting in rifles and general shooting within 
established and identified range boundaries. The use of firearms and 
bows in such ranges during the closed hunting period will be restricted 
to the area within esublished range boundaries. Such weapons shall 
be required to be unloaded and cased or dismantled in all areas other 
than within the range boundaries. The use of firearms or bows during 
the closed hunting period in such ranges shall be restricted to target 
practice only and no birds or animals shall be molested. 

R2-8.5. It shall be unlawful to willfully molest, damage or remove any 
trap, or any lawfully caught bird or animal therefrom, or in any way 
disturb traps or snares legally set by another person. 

CHAPTER 3. Bear. 
R3-1. Except as otherwise provided by local Iqislation and with the 
specific exceptions provided in the regulatioiu appearing in this chap- 
ter, it shall be lawful to hunt bear from the fourth Monday in Novem- 
ber through January S, both dates inclusive. 

R3-6. (c) Upon killing a bear and tagging same, as provided above, the 
licensee shall, without unnecessary delay, present Uie tagged carcass ot 
his kill to an authorized checking sution or to an appropriate 
representative of the Commission in the county or adjoining county in 
which the bear was killed. At such time, the tag previously attached to 
the carcass shall be exchanged for an official game tag, which shall be 
furnished by the Commissi^, and securely attached to the carcass. 

R3-6.I Upon killing a bear, any person exempt from license 
requirement as prescribed in §29-52 of the Code of Virginia, or issued 
a complimentary license as prescribed in {29-80 or the holder of a 
permanent license issued pursuant to §29-52 (3) shall, without un- 
necessary delay, present the carcass of his kill to an authorized 
checking station or to any appropriate representative of the Com- 
mission in the county or adjoining county in which thye bear was 
killed. At such time, the persons hall be given an official game tag 
furnished by the Commission, which tag shall be securely attached to 
the carcass. 
CHAPTER 6. Deer. 

R6-9. (c) Upon killing a deer and tagging same, as provided above, the 
licensee shall, without unnecessary delay, present the tagged carcass of 
his kill to an authorized checking station or to an appropriate 
representative of the commission in the county or adjoining county in 
which the deer was killed. At such time, the tag previously attached to 
the carcass shall be exchanged for an official game tag. which shall be 
furnished by the Commission, and securely attached to the carcass. 

R6-9.1. Upon killing a deer, any person niempt from license 
requirement as presecribed in 529-52 of the Code of Virginia, or issued 
a complimentary license as prescribed in {29-80 or the holder of a 
permanent license issued pursuant to { 29-52 (3) shall, without un- 
ne«ssary delay, present the carcass of his kill to an authorized 
checking station or to any appropriate representative of the Cora- 
mission in the county or adjoining county in which the deer was killed. 
At such time, the person shall be given an official game tag furnished 
by the Commission, which.tag shall be securely attached to the car- 
cass. / 
CHAPTER 15. Rabbit. / 

R-15-1. Except as otb^wise spedfiodly provided in the regulations 
appearing in this chapter, it shall be lawful to hunt rabbit from the fir- 
st Monday in November through January 31, both dates inclusive.

R17-1 1 , setting the bag limit for squirrd, is h»eby resciiuied. 

RI7-17, setting the bag limit for fox squirrel, is hereby rescinded.
